General  and  the  State  Treasurer  in  relation  thereto,  making  an  appro- 
priation of  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
and  rebuilding  the  highways  of  the  Commonwealth,  providing  for  the 
payment  of  interest  thei-eon,  and  the  redemption  of  bonds  by  the 
Sinking  Fund  Commission,  and  making  an  appropriation  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  act,"  and  in  order  that  you  may  provide 
by  appropriation  the  moneys  necessary  for  the  sinking  fund  of  the 
Commonwealth  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  said  bonds  and 
the  principal  thereof  at  maturity,  1  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that 
it  is  my  purpose  to  issue  on  or  about  July  1,  1919,  bonds  to  the 
amount'  of  twelve  millions  of  dollars  ($12,000,000),  and  on  or  about 
July  1,  1920,  bonds  to  the  amount  of  eighteen  millions  of  dollars 
($18,000,000),  as  authorized  by  the  aforesaid  act  of  Assembly,  said 
bonds  to  bear  interest  at  the  ralte  of  four  and  one-half  per  cent.  m%) 
per  annum,  and  be  payable  in  not  less  than  thirty  years  from  the  date 
of  issue.

excluding  from  the  calculation  and  deducting  from  its  indebtedness

Whereas,  In  the  construction  of  a  system  of  main  arteries  an  op- 
portnnitr  will  be  offered  to  provide  emploj^ment,  during^  the  period  of 
adjustment  of  this  nation,  for  unemployed  labor  and  the  heroes  re- 
turning from  France;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  (if  the  House  concurs),  That  the  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  hereby  petition  the 
Congress  of  the  ITnited  States  to  establish  a  national  system  of  high- 
ways and  to  co-operate  with  the  States  of  the  Union  in  carrying  out 
plans  for  the  development  of  such  a  system,  together  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  present  Federal  Aid  Act,  or  any  amendment  or  amend- 
ments thereto ; 

Besolved,  That  the  present  appropriation  for  Federal  Aid  to  the 
States  he  continued  and  increased,  and  the  States  urged  to  unde?rtake 
comprehensive  highway  improvements  to  keep  pace  with  the  transpor- 
tation xeeds  of  the  nation.

pensation of  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry,  providing  for 
the  establishment  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Board,  to  have 
charge  of  such  bureau ;  authorizing  the  division  of  the  Commonwealth 
into  workmen's  compensation  districts,  and  the  appointment  of  work- 
men's compensation  referees,  defining  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Labor  and  Industry,  the  Bureau  of  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation, the  Workmen's  Compensation  Board,  the  workmen's  com- 
pensation referees  and  the  factory  inspectors  of  the  Department  of 
Labor  and  Industry  in  enforcing  the  said  act,  and  fixing  the  salaries 
of  the  members  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Board,  the  work- 
men's compensation  referees  and  certain  of  their  employes  and  assist- 
ants, and  repealing  certain  acts." 

He  also,  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  Special,  reported  as       , 
committed  Senate  bill  No.  995,  entitled  "An  act  providing  for  the   glC 
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licensing  of  employers  exempted"  from  insuring  their  liability  under 
the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
fifteen,  imposing  certain  duties  upon  such  employers  and  certain 
expenses  in  connection  with  such  licensing,  making  an  appropriation 
and  providing  penalties." 

He  also,  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  Special,  reported  as 
committed  Senate  bill  No.  ODG,  entitled  **An'  act  providing  for  the 
appointment  of  a  director  of  rehabilitation  and  conferring  upon  such 
director  the  power  to  direct  the  rendering  of  certain  physically  handi- 
capped persons  fit  to  engage  in  remunerative  occupations,  providing 
for  the  appointment  .of  subordinate  officers  and  employes  and  making 
an  appropriation." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  ("row,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Salus,  the  following  reso- 
lution was  twice  read,  considered  and  agreed  to:

1051,  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  certain  officers  of  the  United

jnent.

If  the  court  wishes  to  know  any- 
thing about  the  welfare  of  such  children  in  the  institutions  outside  of 
the  county,  it  can  make  special  inquiry,  but  to  send  visitation  boards 
all  over  the  State  to  make  inquiry  would  lead  to  a  large  expenditure 
of  public  money  without  any  commensurate  good  to  those  in  the  insti- 
tutions, or  the  people  of  the  State.  In  these  days  when  economy 
ought  to  be  practiced,  such  a  measure  as  this  goes  in  the  wrong 
direction.

Gentlemen:  I  herewith  return,  without  my  approval,  Senate  bill 
No.  58,  entitled  **An  act  to  fix  salai-y  of  court  criers,  court  interpre- 
ters and  tipstaves  in  judicial  districts  containing  more  than  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants  and  less  than  one  million  inhabi- 
tants, and  repealing  certain  acts." 

This  bill  raises  the  salary  of  court  criers  in  judicial  districts  con- 
taining moi*e  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand,  and  less  than  one 
million  inhabitants,  from  twelve  hundred  dollars  to  eighteen  hundi*ed 
dollars,  the  salary  of  tipstaves  from  one  thouand  dollars  to  one  thou- 
sand and  five  hundred  dollars,  and  in  addition  provides  that  court  in- 
terpreters shall  be  paid  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

There  are  nine  counties  in  the  Commonwealth  affected  by  this  bill 
according  to  the  census  of  1910.  These  counties  are  Berks,  Cambria, 
Fayette,  Lackawanna,  Lancaster,  Luzerne,  Montgomery,  Schuylkill 
and  Westmoreland.    In  addition  there  are  several  oth^er  counties  that 
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will  be  atfectetl  by  this  bill,  actordiiig  to  the  present  population  of 
such  counties,  among  wbieh  are  Delaware,  Dauphin  and  Washington. 
These  counties  range  in  population,  according  to  the  census  of  1910, 
from  107,029  to  34t^,18<>,  and  under  this  bill  court  criers  and  tipstaves 
and  court  interi>reters  in  counties  of  ir)0,(H)0  population  would  re- 
ceive the  same  compensation  as  court  criers,  tipstaves  and  interpreters 
in  counties  of  999,900  jMjpulation,  although  the  business  of  the  courts 
in  such  counties  would  not  be  on  a  uniform  basis. 

Of  the  KUialkr  of  the  nine  counties  of  Pennsylvania  allected  by  this 
hill,  Lancaster  County,  perhajis,  is  a  fair  type  and  average  in  this 
respect,  and  Lancaster  County  court  criei"s  and  tipstaves  in  connnou 
pleas  aiHl  quarter  sessions  cotirts  serve  less  than  one  hundred  djv,vs 
per  year,  an<l  sessions  of  the  court  never  exceed  six  hours  per  day, 
anil  a  great  ntany  of  the  sessions  are  for  current  business  only  and  do 
not  exceeii  two  hours  per  day.  In  the  orphans'  court  the  court  criers 
and  tipstaves  give  i(»ss  than  sev(»nty  days  of  service  per  year,  and  the 
average  length  of  time  per  day  in  which  they  are  aciually  in  court  is 
less  than  three  hours. 

Excepting  the  first  deputy  in  each  of  the  county  oltices,  who  is  fitted 
by  long  training  an<l  practically  manages  the  oiWces  of  register  of 
wills*,  recorder  of  deeds,  prothonotary  and  clerk  of  (piarter  sessions,  no 
clerk  in  these  (rihces  receives  so  large  a  salary  as  the  court  crier  and 
tipstaves  wouhl  receive. 

For  instance,  in  the  county  of  r»erks,  the  clerks  in  the  court  house 
are  paid  f  10;5.r)0  i>er  month — not  so  much  as  tipstaves  would  receive 
under  this  bill — and  the  various  deputies  in  the  otlicc^s  before  men- 
tioned range  from  f  125.00  to  |1 50.00  jier  month,  so  that  the  highest 
paid  deputy  in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary  or  register  of  wills  does 
not  receive  any  more  than  would  the  court  crier  under  this  bill.  In 
Lancaster  County,  mentioned  before  as  a  fair  type  and  average,  the 
tive  first  deputies  average  Jj^i, 720.00  per  annum,  less  than  the  salary 
of  the  court  crier  under  this  bill. 

The  time  when  the  court  criers  and  tipstaves  are  not  required  in 
service  in  court  they  do  other  work  at  other  emj)loyments  and  can 
easily  earn  a  half  years  wages.  Some  of  them  are  really  unable  to 
work  at  any  time.    Often  they  are  goveinment  i)ensioners. 

Our  information  is  that  most  of  the  county  conunissioners  of  the 
(Commonwealth  and  the  l-ounty  ('onunissioners'  Associaticui  are  op- 
posed to  this  bill. 

The  matter  of  these  salaries  is  one  that  shouhl  be  <letermined  en- 
tirely by  the  judges  of  the  courts  and  the  county  conunissioners  in  the 
various  counties. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  this  bill  imposes  upon  the  counties  in 
the  judicial  <listricts,  contemplated  therein,  the  burden  of  employing 
a  court  interpreter  who  shall  be  paid  a  salary  of  $1,200,000  per  an- 
num. These  counties  do  not  now  have  regular  court  interpreters,  and 
it  is  necessary  to  enqdoy  tlieui  only  in  those  counties  tliat  have  a 
large  foreign  population  in  cases  in  which  foreigners  who  are  unable 
to  speak  and  understand  the  English  language  are  either  defendants 
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or  witnesses.  In  some  of  the  counties  tbey  are  very  seldom  employed 
and  the  expense  is  very  small.  There  is  no  reason  why  this  additional 
burden  should  be  imposed  upon  those  counties  that  do  not  need  a 
court  interpreter. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons  the  bill  is  not  approved.

carry  on  the  business  of  decedents,  the  audit  and  review  of  accounts  of 
fiduciaries,  refunding  bonds,  transcripts  to  the  court  of  common  pleas 
of  balances  due  by  fiduciaries  tlie  rights,  powers  and  liabilities  of  non- 
resident and  foreign  fiduciaries,  the  appointment,  l)onds,  rights, 
powei's,  duties  and  liabilities  of  trustees,  durante  absentia, 'the  record- 
ing and  registration  of  decrees,  reports  and  other  proceedings  and  the 
fees  therefor  appeals  in  certain  cases  and  also  generally  dealing  with 
the  jurisdiction,  jmwers  and  procedure  of  the  orphans'  court  in  all  mat- 
ters relating  to  fiduciaries  concerned  with  the  estates  of  decedents,'' 
passed  finally,  be  reconsidered.

State  Highway  Commissioner,  two  Deputy  State  Highway  Commis- 
sioners, chief  engineer,  chief  draughtsman,  superintendents  of  high- 
ways, and  a  staff  of  assistants  and  employes,  defining  their  duties  and 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  Highway  Department  and  fixing  salaries 
of  commissioner  and  deputies  and  othef  appointees  providing  for 
taking  over  from  the  counties  or  township  of  the  Commonwealth  cer- 
tain existing  public  roads  connecting  county  seats,  principal  cities  and 
towns  and  extending  to  the  State  line,  describing  and  defining  same 
by  route  numbers  as  the  State  highways  of  the  C^^mmonwealth,  pro- 
viding for  the  improvement,  maintenance  and  repair  of  said  State  high- 
ways solely  at  the  expense  of  the  Commonwealth  and  relieving  the 
several  townships  or  counties  from  any  further  obligation  and  ex- 
pense to  improve  or  maintain  the  same  and  relieving  said  townships 
or  counties  of  authority  over  same  requiring  lM)roughs  and  incoipor- 
ated  towns  to  maintain  certain  State  Highways  wholly  and  in  part,  i-e- 
quiring  the  State  Highway  Conimissioner  to  make  maps  to  be  com- 
plete rec'ords  thereof,  confemng  authority  on  the  State  Highway 
(Commissioner  providing  for  the  payment  of  damages  in  taking  of  prop- 
erty or  othei-wise  in  the  ijuprovement  thereof,  pifividing  for  purchase 
or  acquiring  of  turnpikes  or  toll  roads  forming  all  or  part  of  any 
State  highway  and  procedure  therein/  pn)vi<ling  for  work  of  inipn)ve- 
ment  of  State  highways  to  be  done  by  contract  except  where  the  State 
Highway  Commissioner  dei'ides  the  work  be  done  by  the  State,  pro- 
viding aid  by  the  State  to  counties  and  townships  desiring  the  same  in 
the  improvement  of  township  or  county  roads,  defining  highways  and 
State-aid  highways,  providing  method  of  application  for  State  aid  in 
the  improvement,  maintenance  and  repair  of  township  or  county  roads 
and  prescribing  the  contents  of  township  county,  Iwrough  or  incor- 
porate«l  town  petitions  providing  for  jjercentage  of  cost  of  improve- 
ment or  repairs  to  be  paid  by  State,  county,  township,  borough  or  in- 
corporateil  town  and  requiring  contracts  by  counties,  townships,  bor- 
oughs and  incorporated  towns  with  C/onunon wealth  governing  same, 
providing  foi*  the  minimum  width  of  State  highways  and  State-aid 
highways  and  kind  of  material  to  be  used  in  the  improvement  provid- 
ing for  payment  of  cost  of  improvement  and  repairs  providing  penalty 
for  injuring  or  destroying  State  highwnys,  making  appropriations  to. 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  act  and  providing  for  the  n»peal  of  cer-

Whereas,  the  said  Amendment  was  written  in  the  (Constitution  in 
February  of  this  year,  thereby  showing  an  overwhelming  sentiment  of 
the  jKiople  of  the  United  States  against  the  booze  business,  and  in 
favor  of  National  Prohibition,  and 

Whereas,  the  Honorable  Woodrow  Wilson,  President  of  the  United 
States  has  asked  (^ongress  to  rejieal  the  said  Amtmdment  in  so  far 
as  it  relates  to  beer  and  wine,  which  would,  if  repealed  be  a  crime 
against  High  Heaven,  as  well  as  a  violation  of  the  Constitution  he 
has  sworn  to  defend,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  Pennsylvania,  (The  House  concurring 
therein),  that  we  as  a  legislative  body  resent  this  most  unjust  inter- 
ference with  the  expressed  wish  of  a  vast  majority  of  the  People  of 
the  United  States  as  subversive  to  their  best  interests  and  against  the 
rule  of  the  people.

ships or  counties  of  authority  over  same,  requiring  boroughs  and 
incorporated  towns  to  maintain  certain  State  highways  AvhoUy  and 
in  part,  requiring  the  State  Highway  Commissioirer  to  make  maps  to 
be  complete  records  thereof,  conferring  authority  on  the  State  High- 
way Oommissioher,  providing  for  the  payment  of  damages  in  taking 
of  property  or  otherwise  in  the  improvement  thereof,  providing  for 
j)urchase  or  acquiring  of  turnpikes  or  toll  roads  forming  all  or  part 
of  any  State  highway  and  procedui*e  therein,  ])roviding  for  work  of 
im[u*ovement  of  State  highways  to  be  <l(me  by  contract  except  where 
the  State  Highway  (-ommissioner  decides  the  work  be  done  by  the 
State,  providing  aid  by  the  State  to  counties  and  townships  desiring 
the  same  in  the  improvement  of  township  or  county  roads,  detining 
highways  and  State-  aid  highways,  providing  method  of  application 
for  State  aid  in  the  improvement,  maintenance  and  i^epair  of  town 
ship  or  county  roads  and  prescribing  the  contents  of  township,  conn 
ty,  borough  or  incorporated  town  petitions,  providing  for  percent- 
age of  cost  of  improvement  or  rei)airs  to  be  paid  by  State,  county, 
township,  borough  or  incorporated  town  and  requiring  contracts  by 
counties,  townships,  boroughs  and  incorporated  towns  with  Coat 
monwealth  governing  same,  providing  for  the  minimum  width  of 
State  highways  and  State-aid  highways  and  kind  of  materials  to  l)e 
used  in  the  improvement,  providing  for  payment  of  cost  of  improve 
ment  and  repairs,  providing  penalty  for  injuring  or  destroying  State 
highways,  making  appropriations  to  carrj'  out  the  provisions  of  the 
act,  and  providing  for  the  repeal  of  certain  acts  relating  to  Highway

"An  act  jjroviding  for  the  creation  of  a  commis- 
sion to  study  and  to  report  to  the  General  Assembly  upon  the  subject 
of  the  revision  and  amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Common 
wealth,  prescribing  its  powers  and  duties  and  making  an  eppropria- 
tion.'' 

With  the  information  that  the  House  of  Representatives  has  passe<l 
the  same  without  amendment.

solely  at  the  expense  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  relieving  the  several 
townships  or  counties  from  any  further  obligation  and  expense  to  im- 
prove or  maintain  the  same  and  relieving  said  townships  or  counties 
of  authority  over  same ;  requiring  boroughs  and  incorjioratod  towns  to 
maintain  certain  State  highways  wholly  and  in  part;  requiring  the 
State  Highway  Commissioner  to  make  maps  to  be  complete  records 
thereof;  conferring  authority  on  the  State  Highway  Commissioner; 
providing  for  the  payment  of  damages  in  taking  of  property  or  other- 
wise in  the  improvement  thereof;  providing  for  purchase  or  acquiring 
of  turnpikes  or  toll  roads  forming  all  or  part  of  any  State  highway 
and  procedure  therein ;  providing  for  work  of  improvement  of  Sate 
highways  to  be  done  by  contract  except  where  the  State  Highway 
Ck>mmis8ioner  decides  the  work  be  done  by  the  State;  providing  ai<l 
by  the  State  to  counties  and  townships  desiring  the  same  in  the 
improvement  of  township  or  county  roads;  defining  highways  and 
State-aid  highways ;  providing  method  of  application  for  State  aid  in 
the  improvement,  maintenance  and  repair  of  township  or  county 
roads,  and  prescribing  the  contents  of  township,,  county,  borough 
or  incorporated  town  petitions;  providing  for  [)ercentage  of  cost 
of  improvement  or  repairs  to  be  paid  by  State,  county,  township, 
borough  or  incorporated  town,  and  requiring  contracts  by  counties, 
townships,  boroughs  and  incorporated  town  with  Commonwealth  gov- 
erning same;  providing  for  the  minimum  width  of  State  highways 
and  State-aid  highways  and  kind  of  materials  to  be  used  in  the  im- 
provement; providing  for  payment  of  cost  of  improvement  and  re- 
pairs; providing  penalty  for  injuring  or  destroying  State  highways; 
making  appropriations  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  act,  and

and  making  valid  all  such  contracts  heretofore  made,  such  highway 
TO  remain  a  State  highway.

all  operators  thereof,  providing  the  fees  therefor  and  the  disposi- 
tion of  such  fees,  jjrohibiting  the  unauthorized  use  of  and  tampering 
with  motor  vehicles,  limiting  and  defining  the  powers  of  cities,  bor- 
oughs, incor])orated  towns,  townships  and  counties  as  to  the  regu- 
lation of  the  use  and  equipment  of  motor  vehicles  and  the  taxing 
registration  or  licensing  thereof;  imposing  certain  duties  on  the 
State  Highway  (V)mmissioner  and  on  proi)rietors  of  i)ul)lic  garages ; 
providing  procwhire  and  penalties  for  violati<ms  thereof  and  the 
disposition  of  fines  collected  and  regulating  the  service  of  process 
and  pr<K*eeding8  in  actions  for  damages  arising  i'rom  the  use  of  any 
motor  vehicle."

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Police  and  authorizing  county  commissioners  to  provide  cabinets 
for  the  filing  of  card  indices  and  photographic  plates  at  the  expense 
of  the  county."

Mr.  Sones  read  in  his  place  and  presented  to  the  ("hair  Senate  bill 
No.  1165,  entitled  *'An  act  limiting  tlie  liability  of  counties,  cities, 
boroughs,  townships  and  incorporated  towns  for  damages  lor  the 
breakdown  of  a  bridge  in  certain  cases."

Whereas,  these  officers  performed  their  duties  with  efficiency,  and 
displayed  both  zeal  and  valor  on  the  various  battlefields  in  France, 
and 

Whereas,  many  of  these  officers  were  relieve<l  from  their  com- 
mands about  the  time  that  it  became  evident  that  a  cessation  of  hos- 
tilities was  about  to  take  place,  and  Regular  Army  officers  who  had 
Lot  taken  part  in  the  actual  service  during  hostilities  wei*e  assigned 
to.  take  their  places,  and 

Whereas,  many  of  these  National  Guard  Officers  were  relieved  from 
their  commands  without  cause,  and  in  an  unjust  and  arbitrary  man- 
ner, and 

Whereas,  in  some  cases  the  reasons  given  for  such  reuiovals  were 
totally  unfounded  and  unsupported  by  evidence,  and  the  officers  re- 
lieved were  not  accorded  the  opportunity  of  contradicting  the  state- 
ments, or  to  vindicate  themselves,  or  to  have  such  impartial  consider-^Tp 
ation  as  is  required  by  the  principles  of  justice,  and  o 
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AMiereaK,  the  exorcise  of  the  arbitrary  power  of  Commanding 
Officers  who  were  of  the  Regular  Army,  were  invariably  directed 
;ur«inst  tlie  former  National  Guardsmen  to  sucb  an  extent  that  there 
:![)pears  to  have  been  a  definite  plan  and  design  to  discredit  the 
Xatlonal  Guard, 

Tlieiefoie  Be  It  Resolved  (if  the  House  of  Representatives  concur), 
Tiiat  the  Fuited  States  (^)ngress  be  requested  to  make  such  investi- 
•iation  of  the  wliole  subject  as  shall  seem  necessary  and  proper,  and 
if  it  sliall  appear  that  the  said  Officers  have  l»een  treated  unfairly, 
that  proper  recognition  and  vindication  be  given  them,  and  that 
suitable  reprimand  or  other  punishment  be  given  those  guilty  of  such 
unjust  treatment,  and  that  proper  and  adequate  laws  be  enacted  to 
prevent  the  recurrence  of  such  injustice  in  the  future.

Whereas,  many  of  these  officers,  during  their  service  in  the  National 
(lUard  had  lieen  trained  at  numerous  sdioids  and  encampments,  and 
having  become  a  part  of  the  Twenty -eighth  Division  during  the  ten 
nionths  of  its  training  at  Camp  Hancock,  wore  further  trained  in 
tlieir  duties  and  many  of  them  graduated  from  Machine  Gun,  Infantry 
and  Artillery  Sschool  at  ("amp  Hancock,  Fort  Sill  and  other  places, 
and 

Whereas,  these  officers  perfonned  their  duties  with  efficiency,  and 
ilisplayed  Ijotli  zeal  and  valor  on  the  various  battlefields  in  France, 
and 

Whereas,  many  of  tliese  officers  were  relieved  from  their  commands 
about  the  time  that  it  became  evident  that  a  cessation  of  hostilities 
was  about  to  take  place,  and  Kegular  Army  Officers,  who  had  not 
taken  part  in  the  actual  service  during  hostilities,  were  assigned  to 
lake /their  places,  and 

Whereas,  many  of  these  National  Guard  Officers  were  relieved  from 
their  commands  without  cause,  and  in  an  unjust  and  arbitrary  man- 
ner, and 

Whereas,  in  some  cases  the  reason  given  for  such  removals  were  to- 
tally unfounded  and  unsupported  by  evidence,  and  the  officers  relieved 
were  not  accorded  the  opportunity  of  contradicting  the  statements,  op 
to  vindicate  themselves,  or  to  liave  such  impartial  consideration  as  is 
required  by  the  principles  of  justice,  and 

Whereas,  the  exercise  of  the  arbitrary  power  of  Commanding  Offi- 
cers who  were  of  the  Regular  Army,  was  invariably  directed  against 
ihe  former  National  Guardsmen  to  such  an  extent  that  there  appears 
i«i  have  be(»n  a  definite  plan  and  design  to  iliscredit  the  National 
Guard, 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  (if  the  House  of  Representatives  concur), 
That  the  United  States  Congress  be  requested  to  make  such  investiga- 
tion of  the  whole  subject  as  shall  seem  necessary  and  proper,  and  if  it 
shall  appear  that  the  said  Officers  have  been  treated  unfairly,  that 
proper  recognition  and  vindication  be  given  them,  and  that  suitable 
rep/imand  or  other  punishment  be  given  those  guilty  of  such  unjust 
treatment,  and  that  proper  and  adequate  laws  be  enacted  to  prevent 
the  recurrence  of  such  injustice  in  tJie  future.

trusts,  to  forfeiture  of  devise  or  legacy  in  case  of  murder,  of  testa- 
tor, to  elections,  to  take  under  or  against  wills,  and  to  the  record- 
ing and  registering  of  such  elections  and  of  decrees  relative  thereto 
and  to  the  fees  therefor,"  by  giving  to  any  mother  or  adopting 
mother  the  right  to  appoint  a  testamentary  guardian  for  her  minor 
child  when  the  father  or  adopting  father  of  such  child  has  for  one 
year  or  upwards  immediately  preceding  the  death  of  the  mother  or 
adopting  mother  wilfully  neglected  or  refused  to  provide  for  such 
child  and  when  the  said  mother  or  adopting  mother  has  left  an 
estate,  real  or  personal,  to  such  child  the  said  amendment  to  apply 
of  all  persons  d.^ing  on  or  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  Deceml)er, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen. 

Section  1.  He  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Uoust*  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same  "That  section 
eight,  clause  (b),  of  *the  Wills  Act  of  one  thousand  nine  hundn»fi 
and  seventeen,'  approved  the  seventh  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen  (Pamphlet  Laws  four  hundred 
and  three),  which  reads  as  follows: 

"(b)  Every  person  competent  to  make  a  will  being  the  mother  or 
adopting  mother  of  any  minor  child  unmarried  may  appoint  a  testa- 
mentary guardian  for  such  child  during  his  or  her  minority  or  for 
any  shorter  period  whenever  the  father  or  ado])ting  father  of  snch 
child  shall  be  deceased  and  has  not  appointed  such  a  guardian ;  such 
mother  or  adopting  mother  who  shall  leave  to  such  child  an  estate, 
either  real  or  personal,  may  appoint  a  testamentary*  guardian  for 
such  estate  of  the  child  whether  the  father  or  adopting  father  of 
such  child  shall  be  living  or  dead  and  whether  he  shall  or  shall  not 
have  appointed  a  testamentar\^  guardian  for  such  child,"  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read: 

"(b)  Evers'  perscm  competent  to  make  a  will  l>eing  the  mother  or 
adopting  mother  of  any  minor  child  unmarried  may  appoint  a  testa- 
mentary guardian  for  such  child  during  his  or  her  minority  or  for 
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any  shorter  period  whenever  the  father  or  adopting  father  of  such 
child  shall  be  deceased  and  has  not  appointed  such  a  guardian. 
Whenever  the  lather  or  adopting  father  of  such  chihl  has  for  one 
year  or  upwards  immediately  preceding  the  death  of  the  mother  or 
adopting  mother  wilfully  neglected  or  refused  to  provide  for  such 
child,  such  mother  or  adopting  mother  who  shall  leave  to  such  child 
an  estate,  either  real  or  personal,  may  appoint  a  testamentary  guar- 
dian for  such  child.  Such  mother  or  adopting  mother  who  shall 
leave  to  such  child  an  estate,  either  real  or  personal,  may  appoint  a 
testamentary  guardian  for  such  estate  of  the  child  whether  the  father 
or  adopting  father  of  such  child  shall  be  living  or  dead  and  whether 
he  shall  or  shall  not  have  appointed  a  testamentary-  guardian  for 
such  child." 

Section  2.  This  amending  act  shall  apply  to  the  wills  of  all  per- 
sons dying  on  or  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  I)eceml)er,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  seventeen. 

Said  report  having  been  printed  as  required  by  the  Constitution, 

And  the  question  being,

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Mr.  F.  E.  Baldwin  asked  and  obtained  leave  of  absence  for  Mr. 
Donahue. 

Mr.  Crow  from  the  Committee  on  Elections  reported  as  committed, 
Senate  bill  No.  22G,  entitled  "An  act  to  further  amend  the  twenty- 
second  section  of  an  act,  entitled  *An  act  to  regulate  the  nomination 
and  election  of  public  officers,  requiring  certain  expenses  incident 
thereto  to  be  paid  b}'  the  several  counties,  and  punishing  certain 
offenses  in  regard  to  such  elections,'  approved  the  10th  day  of  June, 
1893,  as  amended  by  an  act  approved  the  29th  day  of  April,  1903,  by 
providing  a  manner  in  which  voters  may  designate  their  choice  of 
candidates,  and  repealing  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  there- 
with."

for  civil  damages  to  be  paid  by  those  causing  forest  fires."

Whereas,  many  of  these  officers,  during  their  service  in  the  National 
Guard,  had  been  trained  at  numerous  sc*hools  and  encampments,  and 
having  become  a  part  of  the  Twenty  eighth  Division  during  the  ten 
months  of  its  training  at  Camp  Hancock,  were  further  traineil  in 
their  duties  and  many  of  them  graduated  from  Machine  Gun,  Infantry 
and  Artillery  School  at  Camp  Hancock,  Fort  Sill  and  other  places, 
and 

Whereas,  these  officers  pei-formed  their  duties  with  efficiency,  anil 
displayed  both  zeal  and  valor  on  the  various  battlefields  of  France, 
and 

Whreas,  many  of  these  officers  were  relieve^l  from  their  conimamlii 
about  the  time  that  it  became  evident  that  a  cessation  of  hostilities 
was  about  to  take  place,  and  Regular  Army  Officers,  who  had  not 
;aken  part  in  the  actual  service  during  hostilities,  were  assigned  to 
take  their  places,  and 
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Whereas,  many  of  these  National  Guard  Officers  were  relieved  from 
their  commands  without  cause,  and  in  an  unjust  and  arbitrary  man- 
ner, and 

Whereas,  in  some  cases  the  reason  given  for  buch  removals  were  to- 
tally unfounded  and  unsupported  by  evidence,  and  the  officers  relieved 
were  not  accorded  the  opportunity  of  contradicting  the  statements,  or 
to  vindicate  themselves,  or  to  have  such  impartial  consideration  as  is 
required  in  the  principals  of  justice,  and 

Whereas,  the  exercise  of  the  arbitrary  power  of  commanding  officers 
who  were  of  the  Regular  Army,  was  invariably  directed  against  the 
former  National  Guardsmen  to  such  an  extent  that  there  appeal's 
to  have  been  a  definite  plan  and  design  to  discredit  the  National 
Guard, 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  (if  the  House  of  Representatives  concur), 
That  the  United  States  Congress  be  requested  to  make  such  investiga- 
tion of  the  whole  subject  as  shall  seem  necessary  and  proper,  and  if  it 
shall  appear  that  the  said  Officers  have  been  treated  unfairly,  that 
I^roper  recognition  and  vindication  be  given  them,  and  that  suitable 
reprimand  or  other  punishment  be  given  those  guilty  of  such  unjust 
treatment,  and  that  proper  and  adequate  laws  be  enacted  to  prevent 
the  recurrence  of  such  injustice  in  the  future. 

The  resolution  having  been  read, 

On  the  question. 
Will  the  Senate  agree  to  the  same?

ed, women  and  children  ravaged,  homes  destroyed  and  synagogues 
with  their  worshippers  burned  do#n,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  reported  that  these  outrages  were  countenanced  by 
representativea  of  the  Polish  government,  and 

Whereas,  The  people  of  these  great  United  States  have  always 
condemned  discrimination  against  peoples  by  reason  of  race,  color 
and  religion,  and 

Whereas,  This  great  Republic  has  entered  into  the  World  War  for 
the  purpose  of  making  the  world  a  safe  place  to  live  in  and  permit 
and  make  possible  for  the  smaller  nationalities  to  enjoy  the  bless- 
ings of  democratic  rule,  and 

Whereas,  American  justice  and  fair  play  demands  that  Poland, 
which  was  greeted  with  the  hearty  approval  of  the  Jewish  people 
upon  her  birth  as  a  free  nation  through  the  efforts  of  America,  should 
not  deny  to  the  Polish  Jews  those  claims  to  fundamental  human 
rights  for  which  for  many  centuries  she  strove, 

Now  Therefore  Be  It  Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  we 
condemn  these  unspeakable  horrors  and  brutal  outrages  and  atroci- 
ties perpetrated  against  a  people  who  gave  their  life's  blood  on  the

Be  Jt  Further  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth 
forward  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  and  to  the  President  of  the  United  States.

Whereas,  This  great  Republic  has  entered  the  World  War  for  the 
I»urpose  of  making  the  world  a  safe  place  to  live  in,  and  permit  and 
uiake  possible  for  the  smaller  nationalities  to  enjoy  the  blessings  of 
democratic  rule,  and 

Whereas.  American  justice  and  fair  play  demands  tliat  Poland, 
which  was  greeted  with  hearty  approval  of  the  Jewish  i^eople,  iipon 
her  birth  as  a  free  nation  through  the  efforts  of  America,  should 
not  deny  to  the  Polish  Jews  those  claims  to  fundamental  human 
lights  for  which  for  may  centuries  she  strove. 

Now,  Therefore  be  it  Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania,  (if  the  House  of  Represntatives  concur),  that  we 
condemn  these  unspeakable  horrors  and  brutal  outrages  and  atrocities

Whereas,  These  officers  performed  their  duties  with  efficiency,  and 
displayed  both  zeal  and  valor  on  the  various  battlefields  of  France,

Whereas,  Many  of  these  officers  were  relieved  from  tlieir  commands 
about  the  time  that  it  became  evident  that  a  cessation  of  hostilities 
was  about  to  take  place, 'and  Kegular  Army  Officers,  who  had  not 
taken  part  in  Ihfe  actual  service  during  hostilities,  were  assigned  to 
take  their  places,  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  these  National  Guard  Officers  were  relieved  from 
their  commands  without  cause,  and  in  an  unjust  and  arbitrary  man- 
ner, and 

WTiereas,  In  some  cases  the  reason  given  for  such  removals  were 
totally  unfounded  and  unsupported  by  evidence,  and  the  officers  re- 
lieved were  not  accorded  the  opportunity  of  contradicting  the  state- 
ments, or  to  vindicate  themselves,  or  to  have  such  impartial  consider- 
ation as  is  required  by  the  principles  of  justice,  and 

Whereas,  The  exercise  of  the  arbitrary  power  of  Commanding 
Officers  who  were  of  the  Kegular  Army,  was  invariably  dire<*ted 
.'^gainst  the  former  National  Guardsmen  to  such  extent  that  there 
appears  to  have  been  a  definite  plan  and  design  to  discredit  the 
National  Guard.

The  State  Highway  Department,  shall,  upon  the  request  of  said 
Commission,  make  and  furnish  to  said  Commission  such  plans,  sur- 
vey's, s[)ecifications  and  estimates  as  may  be  necessary  to  effectuate 
the  purposes  of  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  shall  serve  without  compensation,  and  shall  make 
its  report,  together  with  such  recommendations  and  suggestions  as  it 
may  deem  proper,  not  later  than  the  next' session  of  the  General  As- 
smbly,  to  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  both  Houses  of  the 
General  Assembly  and  to  the  State  Highway  Commissioner.

destroying  State  highways;  making  appropriations  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  the  act  and  providing  for  the  repeal  of  certain  acts  re- 
lating to  Highway  Department  and  improvement  of  roads,  and  of 
all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith,  and  providing  that 
existing  contracts  are  not  affected  by  provisions  of  this  act,*  as 
amended."

An  act  regulating  the  use  of  vehicles  on  the 
public  highways  requiring  lights  on  certain  vehicles  and  providing 
penalties  for  the  violation  thereof."

by  law  to  have  to  act  in  any  fiduciary  capacity  in  which  trust  com- 
panies organized  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  are  em- 
powered to  act  and  prescribing  the  method  of  acquiring  such  rights." 

Mr.  Craig,  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  General,  reported  as 
committed,  Senate  bill  No.  848,  entitled  "An  act  designating  the 
manner,  the  courts  and  the  cases  in  which  suits  maj  he  brought 
against  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  providing  for  services 
of  process  thei*ein,  and  defining  the  liability  of  tlie  Commonwealth 
in  such  suits." 

He  also  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary-  General,  reported  as 
committed,  Senate  bill  No.  683,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a  Court 
of  Claim  in  this  Commonwealth ;  prescribing  and  regulating  its  con-

deputy  i*egister,  clerks  and  employes  in  the  office  of  the  register  of 
wills  of  any  county  of  this  Commonwealth  having  a  population  of 
one  million  or  over,'  as  amended."

stolen  property  and  fixing  a  penalty." 

Mr.  Leslie,  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  General,  reported  as 
committed,  Senate  bill  No.  77,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  and  es- 
tablish the  fees  to  be  charged  by  justices  of  the  peace,  aldermen  and 
magistrates  in  this  Commonwealth." 

Mr.  Leiby,  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  General,  reported  as 
committed,  Senate  bill  No.  1187,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  section 
two  of  an  act  approved  June  3,  A.  D.  1911,  entitled  *An  act  authoriz- 
ing a  married  woman  to  make  conveyances  of  real  estate  to  her  hus- 
band, and  validating  all  such  conveyances  heretofore  made.' " 

Mr.  Tompkins,  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  General,  reported 
as  committed.  Senate  bill  No.  1159  (House  bill  No.  291),  entitled  "An 
act  concerning  fraudulent  conveyance  and  to  make  uniform  the  law 
i*elating  thereto." 

He  also,  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  General,  reported  as 
committed.  Senate  bill  No.  1193,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  that 
assessments  of  damages  for  the  change  of  grade  of  certain  streets 
or  highways  in  cities  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  be  made  and  as- 
certained as  of  the  date  of  the  approval  of  the  ordinance  providing 
for  such  improvement;  that  evidence  as  to  the  market  value  of  the 
property  affected  by  said  improvement  shall  be  received  as  of  the 
same  date,  immediately  before  and  after  the  improvement  unaffected 
or  affected  thereby,  by  boai»ds  of  viewers  and  courts  of  common  pleas 
upon  appeal ;  providing  that  where  such  property  consists  of  a  lease- 
hold interest  in  real  estate,  evidence  of  volume  of  business  of  the 
owner  of  such  leasehold,  as  well  as  evidence  of  expenses  incurred  by 
such  owner  by  reason  of  such  improvement,  shall  be  received  by 
boards  of  viewers  and  by  said  courts  upon  appeal,  as  hearing  upon 
the  market  value  of  the  property ;  providing  that  no  board  of  viewers 
shall  be  appointed  in  such  cases  until  the  physical  work  of  such 
improvement  shall  have  been  completed;  and  providing  that  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  all  cases  pending  and  not  finally 
adjudicated  and  determined."

mileage,  providing  for  the  making  of  an  appendix  and  index,  the 
printing  of  wrappers  or  envelopes  for  mailing  the  Legislative  Journal 
jtud  repealing  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith,"  he  re- 
called from  the  Governor  for  the  purpose  of  amendment.

be  complete  records  thereof;  conferring  authority  on  the  State  High- 
way Commissioner ;  providing  for  the  payment  of  damages  in  taking 
of  property  or  otherwise  in  the  improvement  thereof;  providing  for 
purchase  or  acquiring  of  turnpikes  or  toll  roads  forming  all  or  part 
of  any  State  highway  and  procedure  therein ;  providing  for  work  of 
improvement  of  State  highways  to  be  done  by  contract,  except  where 
the  State  Highway  Commissioner  decides  the  work  be  done  by  the 
State ;  providing  aid  by  the  State  to  counties  and  townships  desiring

Gentlemen:  1  have  the  honor  to  advise  you  that  there  has  been 
received  from  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  of  th»'  Cnited  States 
a  certified  copy  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Fe  leral  Constitu- 
tion, which  wouhl  give  to  all  citizens,  irres])ective  of  sex,  the  right 
TO  vote,  if  they  are  otherwise  qualified.  This  amendment,  having 
been  submitted  by  the  Congress  of  the  T'nited  States,  is  now  before 
the  states  for  ratification  or  rejection,  and  the  question  of  the  action 
to  be  taken  by  Pennsylvania  upon  the  subject  is  a  matter  for  the 
General  Assembly  to  determine. 
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Feeliug  ajs  I  do,  that  the  ultimate  adoption  of  the  principle  of 
government  contemplated  by  the  proposed  amendment  is  assured,

te<l,  recorded,  and  returne<l  by  the  election  officers,  what  shall  be 
done  with  the  ballot*;  voted,  their  stubs  and  the  unused,  spoiled  and 
void  ballots,  tally  iiapers,  oaths  of  election  officers,  allidavits  of  voters, 
et  cetra,  lists  of  voters  of  each  party  triplicate  and  other  return 
sheets  and  who  shall  have  the  custody  of  same  to  require  the  return 
and  public  inspection  of  all  spoiled  and  unused  ballots  from  each 
election  district  before  the  comj)utation  of  any  returns  therefrom 
to  prescril)e  the  method  of  computing  and  canvassing  such  returns 
publicly,  to  provide,  who  sliall  cimstitute  the  return  board  for  any 
county  whfi*ein  one  or  more  of  the  commissi«^uM*s  are  candidates  at 
any  primary  to  regulate  the  manner  of  correcting  apparent  errors 
in  certain  returns,  and  the  oj)ening  of  ballot  boxes,  and  the  recount- 
ing of  the  votes  when  any  county  c<mimissioner  or  judge  of  the  court 
of  common  pleas  deems  it  necessary  in  order  to  obtain  a  correct 
count  upon  the  petition  of  three  electors  averring  fraud  or  error  to 
assure  the  right  of  any  authorized  repre^sentative  of  any  party  or 
candidate  to  hear,  record  and  check  up  the  returns  as  read,  as  well 
as  to  inspect  the  same  and  any  other  t)ublic  documents  relating  to

the  State  committee  of  a  political  party  to  make  and  to  alter,  amend 
and  revoke  rules  and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  and  for  the  punishment  of  certain  ofifenses  provided 
for  herein  and  repealing  inconsistent  legislation/  approved  the  twelfth 
day  of  July,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirteen 
(Pamphlet  Laws  seven  hundred  and  nineteen),  so  as  to  provide  fully 
how  many  official  and  specimen  ballots  shall  be  provided  for  such 
party  at  tbe  primaries  and  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  delivered  what 
other  election  materials  shall  be  furnished  and  what  printed  instruc- 
tions shall  be  given  voters  and  election  officers,  how  the  official  bal- 
lots shall  be  given  to  qualified  electors,  how  party  membership  shall 
be  evidenced  and  how  and  when  it  may  be  challenged  how  the  vote

turn sheets  and  who  shall  have  the  custody  of  same,  to  require  the 
return  and  public  inspection  of  all  the  spoiled  and  unused  ballots  from 
each  election  dir.trict  before  the  computation  of  any  returns  therefrom 
to  prescribe  the  method  of  computing  and  canvassing  such  returns  pub- 
licly, to  provide  who  shall  constitute  the  return  board  for  any  county 
wherein  one  or  more  of  the  commissioners  are  candidates  at  any  pri- 
mary to  regulate  the  manner  of  correcting  apparent  errors  in  certain 
returns  and  the  opening  of  ballot  boxes  and  the  recounting  of  votes 
when  any  county  commissioner  or  judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas 
deems  it  necessary  in  order  to  obtain  a  correct  count  or  upon  the  peti-

"An  act  to  safeguard 
human  life  and  health  throughout  the  Commonwealth  by  providing  for 
the  reporting,  quarantining  and  control  of  diseases  declared  com- 
municable by  this  act  and  by  regulation  of  the  Department  of  Health, 
providing  for  the  prevention  of  infei-tion  therefrom  and  prescribing 
penalties." 

Which  was  committed  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Health  and 
Sanitation. 

Senate  bill  No.  1229  (House  bill  No.  1393).  "An  act  requiring  per- 
sons, co-partnerships,  associations  and  corporations  distributing,  sell- 
ing or  leasing  motion  picture  tilms  and  stereopticon  views  or  slides  to 
exhibitors  in  this  Commonwealth  to  secure  licenses  from  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Board  of  Censors  to  do  business  and  to  make  certain  de- 
posits in  money  or  securities  with  such  board  for  the  protection  of

penalties  recovered  and  license  fees  received." 

Which  was  committed  to  the  Coramitee  on  Game  and  Fisheries. 

"An  act  making  a  defi- 
ciency appropriation  for  the  maintaining  of  agricultural  education. 
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manual  training,  domestic  science  and  other  vocational  and  practical 
education." 

Wliich  was  committed  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 

Senate  bill  No.  1233  (House  bill  No.  1034).  "An  act  to  amend  sec- 
tions four  and  five  of  an  act  approved  the  second  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight  (Pamphlet  Laws  three),  en- 
titled *An  act  to  ascertain  and  appoint  the  fees  to  be  received  by  the 
several  oflScers  of  this  Commonwealth."

Mr.  Crow,  from  the  Committee  on  Finance,  reporte<l  as  committe<l. 
Senate  bill  No.  \2tM)  (House  bill  No.  MlMi),  entitled  '*An  act  providing 
that  estates'in  buildings,  ground,  books,  curios,  pictures,  statuary  and 
other  works  of  art  passing  by  will  to  any  municipality,  corporation  or 
unincorporated  body  for  free  exhibition  within  I^ennsylvauia  shall  not 
be  subject  to  collateral  inheritance  tax  and  in  certain  instances  the 
(bite  when  such  tax  shall  become  due." 

The  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Kej)resc»ntatives  being  introduced,  in- 
formed that  the  House  has  concurred  in  the  amendments  made  by  the 
Senate  to  House  bill  No.  S71,  entitled  '*An  act  to  amend  sections  seven. 
eight,  nine  and  nineteen  of  an  act  entitled  -An  act  to  establish  a  county 
ccMirt  for  the  county  of  Allegheny  and  prescribing  its  powers  and 
duties  regulating  the  ])rocedure  therein  and  providing  for  the  ex- 
l)enses  thereof,'  approved  the  fifth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  eleven,'  as  amende<l  by  re<piiring  answers  to  be  tiled  in  all 
civil  sections  except  by  municipaliti(»s  by  authorizing  a  demand  for  a 
jury  trial  and  providing  for  the  trial  of  cases  by  a  judge  without  a 
jury  regulating  the  procedure  and  j)ractice  thereof  by  providing  for  an 
appeal  or  writ  of  error  from  the  decisions  of  said  court  to  the  supreme 
or  superior  court  and  by  providing  for  the  fixing  of  fees  and  costs.'*

for  purchase  or  acquiring  of  turnpikes  or  toll  roads,  forming  all  or

ough or  incorporated  town  petitions,  providing  for  ])e'nentage  of  cost 
of  improvement  or  re])aii*s  to  l>e  ])aid  by  State,  county,  township,  bor- 
ough or  incorj)orate<l  town  and  requiring  coistracts  by  connties,  town- 
ships, boroughs  and  incorporated  towns  with  Commonwealth  govern-

commissions  and  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  commissioners  consti- 
tuting same  and  of  their  appointees,  including  registrars,  inspectors 
of  registration  clerks  and  counsel ;  fixing  their  qualifications,  terms 
of  office  and  compensation;  granting  them  certain  immunity'  from 
arrest  on  registration  days  and  empowering  such  inspectors  to  arrest 
without  warrant  certain  persons  committing  certain  offenses  in  vio- 
lation of  this  act  in  their  presence  as  well  as  to  enter  and  inspect 
buildings  given  as  residences  of  electors,  to  interrogate  the  inmates 
thereof,  to  copy  or  demand  a  list  of  the  lodgers  therein  and  to  super- 
vise the  conduct  of  registrars;  regulating  the  registration  of  electors 
at  polling  places  by  registrars  and  at  the  offices  of  commissions  by 
commissioners  and  the  right  of  parties  or  bodies  of  electors  to  have 
watchers  thereat,  and  the  preparation  and  use  of  street  lists  and 
other  records  of  those  registered,  allowing  the  name  of  persons  not 
entitled  to  vote  to  be  struck  from  the  registers  in  certain  cases ;  j>er- 
mitting  all  records  regarding  registration  to  be  inspected  and  copied 
by  any  elector  under  certain  conditions ;  directing  how  the  registers 
shall  be  used  at  elections  and  primaries;  compelling  the  attendance 
of  witnesses  and  payment  of  witness  fees  and  providing  penalties  for 
refusal  to  obey  subpoenaes;  directing  Beceivers  of  Taxes  to  appoint 
Chief  Clerks  of  Commissions  as  deputies  to  collect  poll  taxes  and  to 
give  receipts  therefor;  authorizing  such  clerks  to  administer  oaths, 
sign  subpoenas  and  vouchers,  and  to  collect  and  disburse  witness 
fees ;  prescribing  a  method  for  challenging  persons  applying  for  regis- 
tration and  the  procedure  for  the  correction  of  registers  and  for  ap- 
pealing from  actions  of  registrars  to  said  commissions  and  allowing

A  motion  w^as  made  by  Mr.  Crow  and  Mr.  Weaver, 

That  Rule  38  which  requires  nominations  made  by  the  Governor  to 
be  referred  to  proper  committees  be  dispensed  with,  and  the  Senate 
do  now  resolve  itself  into  executive  session,  for  the  purpose  of  acting 
on  the  foregoing  nominations, 

Wliich  was  agreed  to. 

Whereupon, 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Crow  and  Mr.  Weaver, 
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That  the  Senate  do  advise  and  consent  to  said  nominations.

The  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Repi*esentatives  being  introduced,  in- 
formed that  the  House  insists  on  its  non-concurrence  in  the  amend- 
ments made  by  the  Senate  to  Senate  bill  No.  321,  entitled  ^^An  act  for 
the  better  government  of  cities  of  the  first  class  of  this  Common-

And  has  appointed  Messrs.  Brady,  Gans  and  Flynn  a  Committee 
of  Conference  to  confer  with  a  similar  committee  of  the  Senate  (al- 
ready appointed)  on  the  subject  of  the  differences  existing  between 
the  two  houses  in  relation  to  said  bill. 

The  Private  Secretary'  to  the  Governor  being  introduced,  presented 
the  following  communication  in  writing  from  His  Excellency,  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  which  was  read  as  follows,  viz: 

Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 

Executive  Chamber, 
Harrisburg,  June  1(),  1911). 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania : 

Gentlemen:  I  return  herewith,  without  my  approval.  Senate  bill 
No.  73,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a  method  upon  petition  of  owner 
with  notice  to  wife  of  bankrupt  for  asc*ertaining,  determining  and 
charging  statutory  interest,  inchoate  of  lands  of  bankrupt  sold  under 
order  of  United  States  court  by  report  of  viewers  and  decree  of  court 
of  common  pleas,  in  certain  cases  freeing  and  discharging  part  of 
such  lands  from  such  statutory  interest  inchoate  and  charging  same 
upon  a  portion  of  lands  formerly  owne<l  by  bankrupt  in  case  of  death 
of  wife  during  life  of  bankrupt  or  after  his  death  to  discharge  the 
lands  from  such  statutory  interest  inchoate  or  statutory  interest  fixed 
by  decree  of  court ;  providing  for  service  of  rules  and  notices  and  for 
appeal  from  final  decree  of  such  court.*' 
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A  bill  which  1  have  approved  provides  for  quieting  the  title  to  real 
estate  by  discharging  the  inchoate  interest  of  a  spouse  where  there  is 
a  sale  of  the  real  estate  of  any  bankrupt  or  involved  debtor.  This  is 
correct  in  principle. 

The  bill  which  1  now  return  provides  elaborate. proceedings  for  de- 
termining the  statutory  inchoate  interest  of  a  spouse  who  becomes 
bankrupt  or  insolvent,"  and  provides  for  the  apportioning  of  such 
interest. 

I  think  the  matter  should  be  disposed  ol  as  it  has  been  under  Senate 
bill  No.  o44,  and  that  this  bill,  if  approved,  might  lead  to  additional 
confusion. 

For  these  reasons  the  bill  is  not  approved.

For  the  better  government  of  cities  of  the  Mrst  class  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

ARTICLE  1. 

Executive  Power. 

Section  1.  Re  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  Tliat  in 
each  city  of  the  tirst  class  of  this  Commonwealth  the  executive  power 
shall  be  vested  in  the  mayor  and  in  the  departments  authorized  bv 
iliis  act. 
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ARTICLE  II. 

The  Mayor. 

Section  1.  The  iiinvor  sliall  be  tlie  eliief  executive  officer  of  tlie 
city. 

Section  2.  (a)  The  mayor  shall  he  chosen  at  the  municipal  elec- 
tion an<l  shall  hol^l  otlice  for  the  term  of  four  years  and  until  his 
successor  is  elected  and  qualified  hut  shall  not  lie  elij^ible  to  the  ofltice 
I'or  the  next  .succeeding  teim. 

(b)  If  two  or  more  candidates  be  equal  and  highest  in  votes  one 
(»f  them  shall  1m»  chosen  mayor  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  all  the 
members  of  the  incoming  council  innnediateJy  upon  its  organization. 

Section  l\.  The'may<»r  shall  take  the  usual  oath  of  office  in  the 
]>resence  of  the  council  to  be  administered  1)y  (uie  of  the  judges  of 
the  courts  in  said  city  at  twelve  o'clock  noon  vn  the  first  day  of  the 
term  for  which  he  shall  haye  been  elected. 

Section  4.  (a)  When  a  vacancy  shall  take  place  in  the  office 
<if  nuiyor  a  successor  shall  be  elected  for  the  iiuexpired  term  at  the 
1  ext  election  occurring  moi*e  than  thirty  days  after  the  commence- 
ment of  such  vacancy,  unless  such  election  slu»uld  occur  in  the  last 
;  ear  of  said  term  in  which  case  a  mayor  shall  be  chosen  by  the  council 
by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  mend)ers  ele(  ted  thereto. 

(b)  Until  the  vacancy  in  filled  or  in  case  of  the  mayor-s  temporary 
disability  the  director  of  jud)lic  safety  shall  act  as  niaywr  or  if  he 
shoubl  resign  or  I>e  unable  to  act  as  mayor  then  the  direvtor  of  public 
works  shall  act  as  mayor,  or  if  he  should  resign  or  be  unable  to  act 
SIS  mayor  then  the  director  of  public  health  shall  act  as  mayor,  or  if 
lu*  should  resign  or  be  unable  to  act  as  mayor  then  the  director  of 
puldic  welfare  shall  act  as  mayor,  or  if  he  should  resign  or  be  unable 
to  act  as  mayor,  or  if  he  slumld  resign  or  l)e  unable  to  act  as  nayor 
then  the  directoi-  of  wharves,  docks 'and  ferri(*s  shall  act  as  mayor, 
or  if  he  shcnild  resign  or  be  unable  to  act  as  mayor  then  the  director 
of  city  transit  shall  act  as  nmy(»r,  or  if  he  should  resijrn  or  be  unable 
in  act  as  nmyor  then  the  president  of  the  council  shall  act  as  mayor.

^^  To  i)erforiii  such  duties  as  may  Ik*  preMcrihe<l  hy  law  or  ordlu- 
ance  and  he  sliall  he  resp(msihle  f<n*  the  good  order  and  efficient 
government  of  the  city. 

Ih)  The  mayor  shall  call  together  the  heads  of  departments  for 
consultation  and  ailvice  upon  the  alfairs  of  the  city  at  least  once  a 
•  month  and  at  such  meetings  he  may  call  on  the  heads  of  departments 
lor  such  reports  as  to  the  subject  matters  under  their  control  and 
nianagement  as  he  may  «leem  proper,  which  ii  shall  Ik*  their  duty 
to  prepare  an<l  submit  at  once  to  the  nuiyor. 

(c)  The  mayor  shall  as  often  as  he  may  think  projH^r  appoint 
three  competent  persons  to  examine  without  notice  the  accounts 
ol  any  citj'  department,  trust  officer  or  employe  and  the  money  securi- 
ties and  property  belonging  to  the  city  in  the  possession  or  charge 
of  such  department,  trust  officer  or  employe  and  report  the  i*esult 
of  such  investigation. 

(d )  The  mayor  may  upoii  any  emergency  or  apprehension  of  riot 
or  mob,  take  c(unmand  of  the  police  force  and  appoint  as  many  s|iecial 
patrolmen  as  he  njay  deem  advisable.  During  tlreir  services  the 
special  appointees  shall  possess  the  powers  and  perform  the  <hities 
of  regular  employes  of  the  department  of  public  safety  and  shall 
leceive  such  -conii)ensation  as  shall  Iw?  authorizes!  by  the  mayor,  not 
exceeding  that  of  the  regular  oflficers  of  the  force  performing  corres- 
];ouding  duties. 

ie)  The  mayor  shall  have  all  the  jurisdictions,  powers  and  author- 
ities of  aldermen,  justices  of  the  j>eace  or  magistrates  and  as  the 
exei'Utive  head  of  the  city  an<l  its  police,  may  issue  warrants  and 
cause  arrests  to  be  made  in  accordance  with  Jaw,  returnable  In^fore 
any  such  officers. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  to  appoint  a  purchas- 
ing agent  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council.  The 
purchasing  agent  shall  ha\  e  and  exercise  the  powers,  functions  and 
duties  heretofore  had  and  exercised  by  the  director  of  supplies  in 
such  city.  He  shall  ai)point  such  employes  as  may  be  provided  for 
by  onlinance.  The  purchasing  agent  shall  have  direction,  control 
an<l  administration  of  the  purchase  and  supply  of  all  articles  of 
personal  juoperty  for  the  use  of  the  various  departments  boards, 
trust  conimisvsious  and  other  agencies  of  the  city  government.  All 
such  departments  and  agencies  shall  obtain  such  articles  by  requisi- 
tion on  the  purchasing  agent  and  not  by  direct  purchase  and  the 
manner  and  form  of  such  re(piisiti(m  may  be  prescril>ed  by  ordinance 
or  in  default  thereof,  by  standing  rule  of  the  purchasing  agent  ap- 
proved by  the  nuiyor.  All  appropriations  of  money  for  the  purchase 
and  supply  of  such  articles  shall  be  made  to  and  shall  l)e  expended 
by  the  purchasing  agent  and  all  contracts  for  the  purchase  of  such 
articles  shall  be  made  and  entered  iuK)  by  and  with  the  purchasing 
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agent  in  the  manner  required  by  law.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the 
city  controller  of  such  city  to  countersign  or  the  city  treasurer  of 
such  city  to  pay  any  warrants  or  checks  for  the  purchase  of  such 
articles,  excei)t  upon  certificate  of  the  purchasing  agent  that  such 
articles  have  been  purchased  by  his  authority,  have  been  received  and 
have  conformed  to  the  specifications  of  the  contract  as  to  qualit>% 
quantity  and  substantially  as  to  tinfe  of  delivery.  Provided,  That 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  purchase  of  books,  prints,  manu' 
scripts,  curios  and  specialties  for  libraries  and  museums. 

Section  S.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  to  ap])oint  a  city 
architect,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council.  The 
city  architect  shall  ap]M)iut  such  employes  as  nmy  be  provided  for 
by  ordinance.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  architect  to  prepare 
draft  and  execute  or  to  s\ipervise  the  pre])araticm  drafting  and  execu- 
tions of  all  specificati(ms,  drawings  and  j)lans  of  public  buildings  to 
l»e  elected  in  such  city  and  to  be  paid  for  by  moneys  appropriated  by 
ihe  city  council,.  excei)t  in  cases  where  on  account  of  the  magnitude 
or  character  of  the  work  to  be  done  special  architects  are  necessarv 
in  the  joint  opinion  of  the  head  of  the  dej)artment  under  the  juris- 
diction of  which  the*  work  is  to  be  done  and  of  the  city  architect  in 
which  case  such  special  architects  shall  be  aj)pointed  by  the  city 
architect  with  the  appnwal  of  the  mayor,  either  in  their  discretion  or 
after  such  competiticm  as  they  may  choose  to  arrange. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  city  controller  to  countersign  or  for 
the  city  treasurer  to  pay  warrauts  or  checks  for  the  exi)enditure  of 
moneys  from  the  city  trea.sury  for  the  erection  or  construction  of 
any  public  building,  except  upon  certificate  of  the  city  architect  that 
ihe  specifications,  drawing  and  plans  of  such  public  buildings ^have  ^ 
l«een  ]>repared  drafted  and  executed  by  him  or  uinler  his  supervision 
or  by  an  architeit  stdected  as  above  set  forth.  ]*rovided.  That  noth- 
in  tills  section  shall  att'ect  existing  contracts  or  existing  drawings 
and  plans  of  public  buildings  or  the  countersigning  or  i)aying  of  war- 
rants for  such  public  buildings  or  cases  where  such  drawing  and 
j/lans  are  actually  in  existence  or  have  been  actually  commenced 
within  one  month  after  the  effective  date  of  this  section. 

Section  J).  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  public  health,  safety, 
c»rder  and  general  welfare  any  such  city  may  regulate  tile  location 
Hize  and  use  of  buildings  therein  and  nmy  make  different  regulations 
for  different  districts  tliereof.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the 
foregoing  authority  the  mayor  ma^-  appoint  a  zoning  commission. 
Any  park  commLssion  having  control  over  any  public  park  within  any 
such  city  may  make  such  regulations  as  to  the  location  size  and  use 
of  buildings  any  portion  of  wdiich  shall  come  within  two  hundred 
teet  of  any  park,  parkway,  playground  or  other  public  jdace  under  its 
care  or  management.  Upon  the  approval  by  the  council  of  such  city 
said  i*c»gulations  ma<le  by  such  zoning  conunission  or  park  commission 
shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  originally  made  by  the  council. 

Section  10.  Any  such  city  may  create  by  ordinance  a  commission 
on  city  planning,  the  members  of  which  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor.  The  commission  may  employ  such  engineers  and  other  persons 
as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  council.    The  city  planning 
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(•(miinission  niny  make  or  ciniso  to  bo  iiiado  and  lay  hefore  the  council 
and  in  its  discretion  cause  to  be  published  a  map  or  maps  of  the  city 
or  any  portions  thereof  and  a^ljacent  territory  beyond  the  city  limits, 
showing?  the  stieets  and  highways  and  other  natural  or  artiticial  fea- 
tures and  also  locations  ])ro])osed  by  it  for  any  new  ])ublic  building, 
civic  center,  street  ])ark way,  boulevard  p^ark,  jjlayground  or  any  other 
])ublic  ground  or  i)nblic  imi)1()venu*nt  or  any  widening,  extension  or 
relocation  of  the  same  or  any  change  in  the  city  plan  by  it  deemed 
advisable.  And  it  may  make  recommendations  to  the  council  con- 
cerning any  such  matters  or  things  aforesaid  for  action  by  the  coun- 
cil thereon,  and  in  so  doing  have  regard  for  the  present  conditions  and 
future  needs  and  groAvth  of  the  city  and  the  distribution  and  relative 
location  af  all  the  principal  ami  other  streets  and  railwiiys,  water- 
ways and  all  other  nu^ms  of  ])ublic  travel  ahd  business  communica- 
tions, as  well  as  the  distribution  and  relative  location  of  all  public 
buildings,  public  grounds  and  open  spaces  devoted  to  public  use  and 
the  planning  and  laying  out  for  urban  uses  of  private  grounds 
brought  into  the  market  from  time  to  time.  The  city  planning  com- 
mission may  make  reconunendations  to  any  public  authorities  or  any 
coiporation  or  individnals  in  said  cities  with  reference  to  the  loca- 
tion of  any  buiblings,  structure  or  works  to  be  erected  ov  constructed 

l)v  them. 

• 

Section  11.  la)  Theie  shall  be  an  art  jury  composcnl  of  the  mayor 
of  the  city  ex-r)fficio  and  eight  other  members,  to  be  appointed  by  him 
as  now  provided  by  law.  In  all  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  jury  pertaining  to  work  under  the  sj)ecial  charge  of  a  bureau  in 
any  department  of  the  city,  the  liead  of  such  bureau  shall  also  for  the 
time  being  act  as  a  memb(»r  of  the  jury  ex-officio. 

(b)  The  membeis  of  the  jury  other  than  the  mayor  shall  consist 
of  a  painter,  a  sculptor,  an  architect,  a  member  of  a  commission  hav- 
ing control  of  a  i>ublic  park  in  said  city  not  holding  any  other  office 
under  the  city  government,  and  four  other  persons  not  engaged  in  the 
])ractice  of  the  ])rofessions  of  painting,  sculpture  or  architecture,  but 
at  leapt  three  of  whcmi  at  the  date  of  their  ajipointment  shall  l»e 
members  of  the  governing  body  or  teaching  force  of  a  corporation  or 
corporations  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  ('ommonwealth  and 
conducting  a  school  of  art  or  architecture  in  said  city.  One  of  such 
uHMnbers  shall  be  an  ex])erienced  business  executive. 

(c)  The  uuMnbers  of  the  jury  shall  elect  frcmi  their  own  numlier  a 
president  an<l  a  vice  j^resident  to  serve  for  mie  year  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected.  The  jury  shall  have  power  to  adopt  its  own 
rules  of  procedure  and  to  ])rescribe  regulations  for  the  submission  to 
it  of  all  matters  within  its  jurisdiction.  Five  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum.  The  j\iry  shall  have  power  to  employ  a  secre- 
tary and  such,  clerks,  stenograj^hers  and  other  assistants  as  may  lie 
[)rovided  for  by  ordinance. 

(d)  Hereafter  no  work  of  art  shall  l)ecome  the  property  of  anv 
such  city  by  ]uirchase,  gift  or  otherwise  unless  such  work  of  art  or 
design  foi-  the  same  and  the  proposed  location  of  such  work  of  art 
shall  first  have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  art  jniT  of 
said  city ;  nor  shall  any  work  of  art  until  so  approved  be  erected  or

placed  iu  or  upon  or  allowed  to  extend  over  any  building,  highway, 
stream,  lake,  square,  park  or  other  public  place  l>elonging  to  of  under 
the  control  of  Haid  city.  The  jury  may,  when  it  deeniK  proper,  also 
require  a  complete  model  of  the  [)roposed  work  of  art  to  be  submitted 
to  it  before  taking  final  action  thereon.  The  term  '^vork  of  art"  as 
used  in  this  act  shall  include  all  paintings,  mural  decorations,  inscrip- 
tions, stained  glass,  statues,  reliefs  or  other  sculptures,  monuments, 
fountains,  arches  or  other  structures  intended  for  ornament  or  com- 
memoration. No  existing  work  of  art  in  the  possession  of  the  city 
shall  be  removed,  relocated  or  altered  in  any  way  without  the  ap- 
proval of  the  jury. 

(e)  No  construction  or  erection  in  any  such  city  of  any  building, 
bridge  or  its  approaches,  arch,  gate,  fence  or  other  structure  or  fix- 
ture which  is  to  be  paid  for  either  wholly  or  in  part  from  the  city 
treasury  or  for  which  the  city  or  any  other  public  authority  is  to 
furnish  a  site,  shall  be  begun  unless  the  design  and  proposed  loca- 
tion thereof  shall  have  l)een  submitted  to  the  jury  and  approved  by 
it,  except  as  herein  provide<l  before  the  final  approval  thereof  by  the 
officer  or  other  person  having  authority  to  contract  therefor.  The 
approval  of  the  jury  shall  also  Ik?  required  in  respect  to  all  struc- 
tures or  fixtures  belonging  to  any  person  or  corporation  which  shall 
be  erected  ufmn  or  extend  over  any  highway,  stream,  lake,  square, 
jiark  or  other  public  place  within  the  city  except  as  provided  in  this 
act.  In  deeds  for  land  made  by  any  such  city  restrictions  may  be 
impofi|LHl  requiring  that  the  design  and  location  of  structures  to  be 
altered  or  erected  then»on  shall  be  first  approved  by  the  art  jury. 
Nothing  requiring  the  approval  of.  the  jury  shall  be  erected,  or 
changed  in  design  or  location  without  its  approval.  If  the  jury  fails 
to  act  upon  any  matter  submitted  to  it  within  sixty  days  after  such 
submission  its  ay)proval  of  the  matter  submitted  shall  be  presume<l. 

Section  12.  This  article  shall  not  limit  or  affect  in  any  way  the 
authority  conferred  by  law  upon  any  commission  to  lay  out,  improve 
or  maintain  any  public  park  in  any  such  city  now  under  the  control 
of  such  commission ;  nor  shall  it  restrict  in  any  way  the  exercise  of 
full  discretion  by  such  commission  in  the  execution  of  any  trust 
created  by  deed  or  will.

No  department  shall  he  created  by  the  council  other  than  thos* 
herein  enumerated. 

Section  2.  (a)  The  council  shall  have  power  to  oi^anize  and 
from  time  to  time  i-eorgani/x*  any  department  of  the  city  government. 

(b)  The  council  shall  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  proper  and 
effective  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  city  by  the  mayor  and  several 
departments  and  boards  thei'eof,  including  all  necessary  expenditures. 
but  shall  not  pass  any  ordinances  directing  or  interfering  with  the 
exercise  of  the  executive  functions  of  the  mayor,  departments,  boards 
or  heads  of  departments  or  officers  thereof. 

Section  3.  Each  department  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  rules 
and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  any  law  or  oinlinance  or  with 
the  pi-ovisions  of  this  act  for  its  own  government,  i^egula ting  the  con- 
duct of  its  officers  and  employes,  the  distribution  and  i)erformance  of 
its  busuiess,  and  the  custody,  use  and  pi'eservation  of  the  books, 
records,  papers  and  property  under  its  control. 

Section  4.  (a)  Each  department  shall  furnish  to  the  mayor  or 
council  such  information  as  he  or  it  may  at  any  time  demand  in  rela 
tion  to  the  affairs  of  such  dejmrtment. 

(b)  Detailed  statements  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
several  departments  for  the  preceding  calendar  month  shall  be  made 
each  month  to  the  city  controller. 

(c)  The  several  heads  of  departments,  the  purchasing  agent,  the 
city  architect,  the  ziming  commission,  the  city  planning  commi^on 
and  the  art  jury  shall  present  to  the  mayor  annually  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  of  Febrimry  a  report  of  their  proceedings  during  the 
preceding  year,  and  he  shall  transmit  the  same  to  the  council  with 
any  recommendaticm  he  may  think  proper  to  make. 

Section  5.  The  directors  of  public  safety,  public  works,  puUic 
health,  public  welfare,  wharves,  docks  and  ferries  and  city  transit  and 
the  city  solicitor  shall  each  give  bond  in  the  usual  form  in  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved  as  now  provided  by  law. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Officers  and  Emjjloyes  in  General. 

Section  1.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided  the  jKiwers,  func- 
tions and  duties  of  all  executive  departments,  bureaus,  boarda,  divi- 
sions, officers  and  employes  of  such  cities  shall  continue  as  now  pro^ 
vided  by  law. 

Section  2.  (a)  During  the  recess  of  the  council  the  mayor  shall 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  in  offices  to  which 
he  may  appoint  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  councfl 
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and  any  such  appointment  shall  be  submitted  to  the  council  at  its 
next  meeting  and  if  not  rejected  within  thirty  days  thereafter  the 
janie  shall  be  considered  conftrmed. 

(b)  Whenever  any  elective  officer  of  any  such  city  shall  die  or  be- 
come incapacitated  for  fulfilling  the  duties  of  his  office  his  place, 
except  where  other  provision  is  made  for  filling  the  vacancy,  shall 
be  filled  by  a  vote  of  the  council  until  the  next  municipal  election 
occurring  more  than  thirty  days  thereafter  and  until  the  qualification 
of  a  siiccessor  in  the  office. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  hold  more  than  one  office  or  position 
of  profit  under  the  city  government  and  no  fierson  shall  hold  any 
office  or  position  of  profit  under  the  city  or  any  department  thereof 
while  hohling  any  other  office  or  positioi^  of  profit  in  or  under  the 
government  of  the  United  States  of  this  Commonwealth  or  any  county, 
city  or  other  political  subdivision  thereof:  Provided,  That  nothing 
in  this  act  contained  shall  apply  to  the  office  of  notary  public,  com- 
missioner of  deeds  or  any  office  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of 
the  United  States  or  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  that  nothing  in  this 
act  shall  prevent  pei  sons  holding  office  ex  officio  by  virtue  of  occupy- 
ing another  office  or  position. 

Section  4.  The  terms  of  officers  elected  by  the  qualifie<l  voters  of 
such  cities  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  next  suc- 
ceeding their  election  except  in  the  case  of  elections  to  fill  vacancies. 

Section  5.  All  officers  elected  by  the  qualificfl  voters  of  any  such 
city  shall  be  residents  thereof  at  the  time  of  their  nomination  and 
election,  and  shall  reside  therein  during  their  term  of  service.  The 
mayor  and  city  treasurer  shall  have  been  citizens  and  inhabitants  of 
the  State  for  five  years  and  residents  of  the  city  three  years  next 
before  their  election. 

Section  (J.  Every  officer  or  agent  i*eceiving  moneys  for  the  city 
j»nd  payable  to  the  city  treasui-er  shall  give  a  bond  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duty  and  shall  be  i-equireil  to  make  return  to  the 
city  controller  once  in  eveiy  week  or  oftener  if  the  council  shall  direct 
under  oath  or  affirmation  of  each  item  of  the  moneys  received  by  him 
and  to  pay  the  amount  in  his  hands  to  the  city  treasurer.  The  said 
city  controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer  such  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, and  any  person  falsely  making  such  oath  or  affirmation  or  guilty 
of  falsehood  in  any  other  oath  or  affirmation  required  bj-  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  or  by  any  ordinance  of  council  made  in  pursuance 
thereof  shall  be  guilty  of  perjury. 

Section  7.  No  officer  or  employe  of  such  city  shall  collect  any  fees 
or  perquisitiea  for  his  own  use,  but  all  such  fees  or  perquisities  col- 
lectible under  the  law  shall  be  paid  into  the  'city  treasury  and  the 
council  shall  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  payment  of  proper  salaries 
or  other  comi>ensation  to  be  fixnl  by  council  to  all  officers  jind  em- 
ployes of  the  city  except  for  such  of  them  whose  salaries  are  fixed 
by  law  or  who  it  is  provided  by  law  shall  sen-e  without  compe^isation. 

Section  8.  There  shall  continue  to  be  pension  funds  for  the  em- 
ployes of  such  city  as  now  provided  by  law. 
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S«ctiou  y.  (a)  Municipal  officers  shall  be  liable  to  impeachment, 
suspension  and  removal  from  office  for  any  corrupt  act  or  practice, 
malfeasance,  mismanagement,  mental  incapacity  or  incompetency  for 
the  proper  perfoi-mance  of  official  duties,  extortion,  receiving  any  gift 
or  pi-esent  from  any  contractor  or  from  any  i)erson  seeking  or  en- 
gaged in  any  work  for  or  funiishing  material  to  the  city,  or  from  any 
incumbent  or  occupant  of  a  candidate  or  applicant  for  any  municipal 
office,  and  for  wilfully  concealing  any  fraud  committed  against  the 
city. 

(b)  Complaint  in  writing  may  be  made  to  a  court  of  common  pleas 
of  the  proper  county  by  not  Jess  than  twenty  qualified  electors  of  the 
city,  each  of  whom  shall  write  his  occupation  and  residence  opposite 
his  signature,  charging  any  municipal  officer  with  any  offense  setting 
forth  the  facts  on  which  the  said  chaise  is  founded,  supported  by  the 
oaths  or  affii*mations  of  at -least  five  of  the  complainants  according 
to  the  best  of  their  knowledge,  information  and  belief.  If  in  the 
judgment  of  the  court  there  appears  to  be  reasonable  ground  for  sucli 
proceeding  the  court  shall  direct  the  complaint  to  be  filed  of  record 
and  grant  a  inile  upon  the  accused  returnable  on  a  day  certain  to 
appear  and  answer  the  same. 

(c)  If  on  the  return-day  of  the  rule  the  court  shat!  find  sufficient 
cause  for  further  pi-oceedings  it  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  five  com- 
petent and  reputable  citizens  to  investigate  the  charges  contained  iu 
said  complaint,  who  having  been  first  severally  sworn  or  affirmed  to 
perform  the  duties  of  their  appointment  with  fidelity,  shall  have  full 
authority  for  that  puii)08e  to  examine  the  books  of  the  office  held  by 
the  accused  and  any  papers,  contracts,  letters  or  documents  tiled 
therein,  and  examine  witnesses  under  oath  or  affirmation  whose  at- 
tendance the  court  shall  enforce  if  necessary  by  subpoena  and  attach- 
ment. -     . 

(d)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  make  a  written  report 
to  the  court  of  the  facts  found  by  it  which  shall  be  filed  of  i-ecortl 
accompanied  by  the  testimony  taken  within  three  weeks  next  after  its 
appointment,  unless  the  time  shall  be  extended  by  the  court  upon 
its  application,  in  any  stage  of  the  pixiceedings,  if  the  public  interest 
80  require,  the  court  may  by  an  order  to  be  tiled  of  record  in  tlie  case, 

.  suspend  the  accused  from  office  until  he  shall  be  tried  and  acquitted. 

(e)  If  the  committee  or  any  three  juembers  thereof  shall  tiud  that 
any  charge  made  as  aforesaid  is  well  founded  it  shall  in  its  i*eport 
so  state  in  specific  form  and  in  such  case  the  court  shall  cause  a 
certified  copy  of  the  whole  record  with  the  specifications  of  the 
charges  against  the  accused  to  be  transmitted  to  the  council  which 
shall  be  assembled  within  ten  days  thereafter  in  special  and  open  ses- 
sion as  a  court  of  impeachment  and  the  members  shall  be  severally 
sworn  to  try  and  decide  the  same  according  to  the  evidence.  A  copy  of 
the  specifications  shall  be  served  on  the  accused  or  left  at  his  "la-st 
place  of  residence  at  least  five  days  before  the  commencement  of  the 
trial  and*  he  shall  he  entitled  to  be  heard  thereon  in  person  or  by 
counsel  and  to  x)roduce  evidence  in  his  defense  and  the  prosecution 
before  the  council  shall  1k»  ^'onducted  by  the  committt*i»  or  by  counsel 
appointed  by  it.  The  compensation  of  counsel  and  the  cost  of  in- 
vestigation and  prosecution  by  the  committee  shall  be  provided  for 
by  onlinance.  r^^^^T^ 
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(f)  The  pi-esideiit  judge  of  the  said  court  of  common  pleas,  or  in 
Ills  absence  an  associate  judge  thereof,  shall  preside  during  the  trial 
and  decide  tinally  all  questions  of  law  and  evidence  that  may  arise 
in  the  case.  He  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  subpoenas  for  witnesses 
and  compel  their  attendance  by  attachment  and  the  production  of 
boolcs,  papers  and  <locumentary  evidence  requii'ed  or  called  for  by  the 
said  court  of  impeachment,  and  to  ])unish  witnesses  and  others  for 
contempt  as  fully  as  any  court  of  this  Cyommonwealth  may  lawfully 
do  in  any  case. 

(g)  The  deiusiou  of  the  court  of  impeachment  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  record  of  its  proceedings  and  certified  by  the  clerk  to  the  court 
in  which  the  complaint  was  tiled.  If  the  accused  shall  be  found  guilty 
on  any  of  the  specifications,  the  said  court  of  common  pleas  shall 
enter  judgment  accordingly  and  declare  the  said  office  vacant. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Department  of  Public  Safety. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  department  of  public  safety  of  which 
the  director  of  public  safety  shall  be  the  head.  He  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  mayor,  by  and  wllh  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  and 
sikall  hold  office  during  the  term  for  which  the  mayor  appointing 
him  was  elected  and  until  his  successor  is  appi^inted  and  qualified. 

Section  2.  The  director  of  public  safety  shall  have  the  power  to  ap- 
point an  assistant  director,  who  in  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  the 
director  to  act,  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties 
of  the  director  until  the  incapacity  or  inability  of  the  director  is  re- 
moved or  until  a  new  <lirector  is  appointed  and  qualified  as  herein- 
before provided.  The  director  shall  also  appoint  such  other  officers 
and  employes  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance. 

Section  :\.  The  dei)artment  of  public  safety  shall  have  the  care, 
management,  administration  and  supervision  of  the  police  affairs, 
and  all  matters  relating  to  the  fire  and  police  forces,  electrical  service, 
erection  of  fire  escapes  and  the  inspection  of  buildings,  elevators, 
engines  and  boilers. 

Section  4.  No  ])ei*son  shall  be  employed  in  the  department  of 
public  safely  as  a  policemen  or  fireman  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the 
I'uiteil  States,  or  who  has  been  convicted  of  crime,  unless  pardoned, 
or  who  cannot  read  or  write  understandingly  in  the  English  language, 
or  who  shall  not  have  resided  within  the  State  at  least  one  year  pre- 
ceding his  appointment. 

Section  5.,  The  department  shall  make  suitable  regulations  under 
which  the  officers  and  members  of  the  fire  and  police  forces  shall  be 
required  to  wear  appropriate  uniforms.  It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor 
punishable  by  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court, 
for  any  person  falsely  to  personate  by  uniform,  insignia  or  otherwise 
any  officer  or  member  of  the  department. 

Section  (J.     The  director  of  public  safety  may  appoint  and  cause  to    j 
be  sworn  in  any  number  of  additional  patrolmen  to  do  duty  at  anyglC 
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place  in  the  city  (leRignated  by  ami  at  the  charge  aiul  ex|ieiiHe  of  the 
person  or  persons  who  may  ask  for  such  appointment.  They  shall  be 
subject  to  and  obey  the  orders,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  depart- 
ment and  conform  to  the  general  discipline  and  special  regulations 
thereof. 

ARTK^LE  VI. 

Department  of  l*ublic  Works. 

Section  1.  There  shall  he  a  department  of  public  works,  of  which 
the  director  of  })ublic  works  shall  l)e  the  head.  He  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  mayor  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council  and 
shall  hold  office  during  the  terra  for  which  the  mayor  appointing  him 
was  elected  and  until  his  successor  is  appointe<l  and  qualified.** 

Section  2.  The  director  of  public  works  shall  have  the  power  to 
appoint  an  assistant  dii'ector  who,  in  the  absence  or  incapacity  of 
the  director  to  act,  shall  imssess  all  the  powers  and  i)erforni  all  the 
duties  of  the  director  until  the  incapacity  or  inability  of  the  director 
is  i*emoved,  or  until  a  new  director  is  appointed  and  qualified  as  here- 
inbefore provided.  The  director  shall  also  appoint  such  other  officers 
and  employes  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance. 

Section  II.  The  department  of  public  works  shall  have  the  care, 
management,  administration  and  supervision  of  water  works,  gas 
works  and  other  public  utilities  (except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this 
act)  owned  or  controlle<l  by  the  city;  the  supply  and  distribution  of 
water  and  gas ;  the  grading,  paving,  repairing,  cleaning  and  lighting 
(except  electric  lighting!  of  streets,  alleys  and  highways,  inclading 
foot^i'ays;  the  construction,  pi-otection,  maintenance,  operation  and 
repair  of  public  buildings,  bridges  and  structures*  of  everj'  kind  for 
public  use,  public  squares,  real  estate  (except  as  otherwise  provided 
by  this  act  or  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  law  or 
ordinance),  surveys,  engineering,  sewerage,  drainage  and  all  matters 
and  things  in  any  way  relating  to  or  aflfecting  the  highways  or  foot 
ways  of  the  city. 

Secti(m  4.  The  board  of  surveyors  shall  consist  of  a  chief  engineer 
and  surveyor,  who  shall  be  president  thereof ;  an  assistant  chief  en- 
gineer and  surveyor,  who  shall  be  vice  president  thereof,  and  the 
surveyors  and  regulators  of  the  several  survey  districts.  The  coundi 
shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  divide  the  city  into  survey 
districts  and  to  increase  or  reduce  the  number  thereof. '  The  director 
of  public  works  shall  appoint  the  chief  engineer  and  surveyor,  the 
assistant  chief  engineer  and  surveyor  and  a  surveyor  and  regulator  - 
for  each  survey  district.  The  chief  engineer  and  surveyor  shall  be  «t 
the  time  of  appointment  a  civil  engineer  of  at  least  five  years*  ex- 
perience. Tlie  assistant  chief  engineer  and  sun^eyor  and  the  district 
surveyors  and  regulators  shall  each  have  had  at  the  time  of  appoint- 
ment at  least  five  years'  experience  in  surveying  and  regulating.  The 
board  of  surveyors  shall  be  attached  to  and  be  a  part  of  the  depart- 
ment of  public  works,  and  shall  continue  to  have  the  powers  and 
duties  now  vested  in  it  by  law. 
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ARTICLE  VIL 

Department  of  Public  Health. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  department  of  public  health,  of  whicli 
the  director  of  public  health  shall  be  the  head.  He  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  ma^^or  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council  and 
shall  hold  office  during  the  term  for  which  the  mayor  appointing  him 
was  elected  and  until  his  siK*cessor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 

Section  2.  The  director  of  public  health  shall  have  the  power  to 
appoint  an  assistant  director  who  in  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  the 
director  to  act;  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  perfonn  all  the  duties 
of  the  director  until  the  incapacity  or  inability  of  the  dii*ector  is  re- 
moved or  until  a  new  director  is  appointeil  and  qualified  as  herein- 
before provided.  The  director  shall  also  appoint  such  other  officers 
and  employes  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance. 

Section  •5.  The  department  of  public  healfh  shall  have  the  care, 
luanagement,  administration  and  suj)ervision  of  city  activities  relating 
to  public  health,  including  hospitals,  control  of  housing  and  sanita- 
tion and  collection  of  vital  statistics.  Tlie  department  shall  have  all 
the  powei*s  and  duties  now  conferred  by  law  upon  the  bureau  of  health 
in  such  city. 

Section  4.  The  board  of  health  shall  consist  of  the  director  of  pub- 
lic health  who  shall  be  president  thereof,  and  two  other  members  who 
shall  be  appointeil  by  the  mayor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  council,  and  shall  hold  office  during  the  term  for  which  the 
mayor  appointing  them  was  elected,  and  until  their  successors  shall 
be  appointed  and  qualified.  Two  of  the  members  of  the  said  board 
shall  be  physicians.  The  said  board  shall  be  attached  to  and  be  a  part 
of  the  department  of  public  health  and  shall  have  the  powers  and 
duties  now  vested  in  it  by  law. 

ARTICLE   VI 11. 

Department   of   Public   VVelfaiT. 

Section  L  There  shall  lie  a  dejiartment  of  public  welfare  of  which 
the  director  of  public  welfare  shall  be  the  head.  He  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  and  shall  hold  office  during  the  term  for  which  the  mayor  ap- 
'  pointing  him  was  elected,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and 
qualified. 

Section  2.  The  director  of  public  welfare  shall  have  the  power  to 
appoint  an  assistant  director  who,  in  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  the 
director  to  act,  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties 
of  the  director  until  the  incapacity  or  inability  of  the  director  is  re- 
moved or  until  a  new  director  is  appointed  and  qualifie<l  as  herein- 
before provided.  The  director  shall  also  appoint  such  other  officers 
and  employes  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance. 

Section  3.  The  department  of  public  welfare  shall  have  the  care, 
management,  administration  and  8U|)er\^ision  of  all  charitable,  cor- 
rectional and  reformatorv  institutions  and  agencies  (including  any^T^ 
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house  of  correction,  but  not  including  hospitals),  the  control  of  gov- 
ernment of  which  is  entrusted  to  such  city.  Pi-ovided,  That  no  part  of 
this  article  shall  interfere  with  the  functicnis  of  any  board  of  <lirectors 
of  city  trusts  now  existing  created  by  any  acts  of  assembly  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

It  shall  also  have  power  to  create,  organize,  manage  and  suiH^rvise 
the  various  playgrounds,  reci^eation  centeijs,  municipal  floating  baths, 
bathing  grounds  and  reclamation  i)iers  which  may  be  establishetl  at  the 
present  time  or  from  time  to  time  authorized  by  council  or  given  by 
private  individuals  or  associations  and  accepted  by  such  city  and  to 
plan  and  recommend  by  regular  reports  to  the  mayor,  and  after  ap 
propriate  action  by  ordinance  to  create  and  develop  an  adequate  and 
complete  system  of  i)laygrounds  and  reci*eation  centers  and  ndate<l 
activities.  It  shall  also  care  for  conduct,  manage  and  supervise  such 
public  bath  houses  and  related  activities  as  may  form  constituent 
parts  of  or  l>(»  used  in  (connection  with  or  be  used  as  auxiliaries  to  a 
recreation  center. 

It  shall  also  have  jurisdiction  over  such  other  mattei*s  alTei-tiug  the 
public  welfare  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance. 

Section  4.  The  department  of  imblic  welfare  may  on  its  own  initia- 
tive take  charge  of  any  grounds  with  buildings  tiiei*eon  ei'ected,  the 
use  of  which  is  offered  to  it  temporarily  by  individuals  or  corporations 
for  the  purpose  of  using  such  grounds  for  public  playgrounds  and 
recreation  activities.  It  may  assume  the  charge  and  care  of  school 
playgrounds  during  Vacaticm  periods  if  so  reqm^sted  by  i^esolution  of 
the  proper  school  authorities. 

Section  5.  This  article  shall  not  limit  or  affect  in  any  way  the  au- 
thority heretofore  conferred  by  law  upon  any  commission  to  lay  out 
and  improve  any  public  park  in  such  city  now  under  the  control  <»f 
such  commission,  nor  shall  it  restrict  in  any  way  the  full  discretion  of 
any  commission  in  the  execution  of  any  trust  created  by  deed  or  will. 
Any  such  commission  may  delegate  to  the  department  of  public  wel- 
fare, and  it  may  accei)t  the  management  of  any  grounds  under  the  con- 
trol of  such  commissiou  to  be  used  for  playgrounds  and  recreation 
purposes. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  department  of  wharves,  docks  am]  fer 
ries  of  which  the  director  of  wharves,  docks  and  ferries  shall  be  the 
head.  He  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  council,  and  shall  hold  office  during  the  term  for  which 
the  mayor  appointing  him  was  electe<l,  and  until  his  successor  is  ap- 
pointed and  qualified. 

Section  2.  The  director  shall  have  the  [lower  to  appoint  an  assist- 
ant director  who,  in  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  the  director  to  act, 
shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  illivctor 
until  the  incapacity-  or  inability  of  the  director  is  removed  or  until  a 
new  director  is  appointed  and  qualified  as  hereinbefore  provide*!.  The 
director  shall  also  appoint  such  other  officers  and  employes  as  niav  be 
provided  for  by  ordinance, 
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Section  3.  The. powers  and  duties  of  the  department  of  wharves, 
docks  and  ferries  s^hall  continue  as  now  provided  by  law. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Department  of  City  Transit. 

Section  1.  There  sliall  be  a  department  of  city  transit  of  wliich  the 
director  of  city  transit  shall  be  the  head.  He  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  mayor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  an<l 
shall  hold  office  during  the  term  for  which  the  mayor  ai>pointing  him 
was  elected  and  until  his  successor  is  appointe<l  and  qualified. 

Section  2.  The  <lirector  of  city  transit  shall  have  the  pH)wer  to  ap- 
point an  assistant  director  who,  in  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  tlie 
director  to  act,  shall  possess  all  the  powirs  and  perform  all  the  duties 
of  the  director  until  the  incapacity  or  inability  of  the  director  is 
removed,  or  until  a  new  director  is  appointed  a,nd  cpialified  as  herein- 
l)efore  provided.  The  director  shall  also  appoint  such  other  officers 
and  employes  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance. 

Section  3.  Tlie  department  of  city  transit  shall  have  the  care,  man- 
agement, administration  and  supervision  of  any  and  all  transit  facili- 
ties purchat^d,  lease<l,  located,  constructed  or  otherwise  accpiired,. 
equipped,  owned,  maintained,  used  or  operated  by  such  city.  Such 
transit  facilities  shall  include  railways  and  extensions  thereof  for  the 
transportation  of  persons  and  proj)erty  over,  under,  upon,  through 
and  across  any  streets,  highways,  avenues,  bridges,  viaducts,  rivers, 
waters  and  public  and  private  lands  or  partly  over,  under,  ui)on, 
through  and  across  all  or  any  of  the  same.  They  shall  also  be  taken  to 
mean  and  to  include  tunnels,  subways,  bridges,  elevatini  structures, 
tracks,  poles,  wires,  conduits,  power-houses,  sub-stations,  lines  for  the 
transmission  of  power,  car  barns,  sho])s,  rards,  sidings,  turn-outs, 
switches,  stations  and  approaches  thereto,  cars  and  motive  equij)ment 
and  all  works,  buildings,  appliances  and  appurtenances  necessary  and 
convenient  for  the  proi)er  construction,  cH[uipment,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  such  transit,  facilities  or  any  one  or  more  of  them.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  director  to  take  the  necess^*y  action  to  enforce 
and  cany  into  etiect  the  laws  of  this  Comnumwealth  and  ordinances 
of  such  city  pertaining  to  transit  facilities  as  defined  by  this  article. 
The  director  shall  from  time  to  time  make  such  recommendations  to 
the  council  of  such  city  as  to  him  sliall  seem  proper  for  the  improve- 
ment and  development  of  the  facilities  for  transportation  of  persons 
and  property  within  such  city. 

ARTICLE  XL 

Department  of  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  deiiartment  of  city  treasurer  of  which 
the  city  treasurer  shall  be  the  head.  He  shall  be  elected  an<l  give  bond 
as  now  provided  by  law  and  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  four  years 
and  until  his  successor  is  elected  ami  qualified,  but  shall  not  be  eligible 
to  the  office  for  the  next  succeeding  term.  The  duties  of  the  city  treas- 
urer shall  remain  as  now  jirovided  by  law  except  as  modified  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  ^.^.^.^^^  .^  GoOglc 
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Section  2.  The  city  treasiii*er  shall  appoint  an  assistant  treasurer 
who,  in  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  the  city  treasurer  to  act,  shall 
possess  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  city  treasurer 
until  the  incapacity  or  inability  of  tlie  city  ti*easurer  is  removed  op 
until  a  new  city  treasurer  is  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified.  The 
city  treasurer  and  his  sureties  shall  be  responsible  for  the  acts  of  such 
assist<7nt.  The  city  ti*easurer  shall  also  appoint  such  other  officers 
and  employes  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance. 

Section  8.  The  city  treasurer  shall  demand  and  receive  from  the 
proper  officers  all  moneys  payable  to  the  city  from  whatever  source 
and  pay  all  warrants  or  checks  duly  issued  and  countersigned. 

Section  4.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  city  treasury  except 
by  due  process  of  law  or  ujion  warrants  or  checks  signed  by  the  heads 
of  the  appropriate  departments  or  by  deputies  authorized  to  sign  by- 
such  department  heads  or  by  such  other  persons  as  may  be  designated 
by  ordinance  and  countei-signed  by  the  city  controller.  All  such  war- 
rants or  checks  shall  state  the  consideration  for  the  same  and  the 
particular  funds  or  appropriations  to  which  they  are  chargeable.  The 
head  of  each  departement  shall  have  i)ower  to  appoint  in  writing  one 
or  more  deputies  to  sign  warrants  or  checks  for  whose  acts  he  and  his 
sureties  shall  be  responsible.  Every  written  order  appointing  a  deputy 
to  sign  warrants  or  checks  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  controller  and  the  deput}-  appointed 
thereby  shall  have  only  such  power  as  may  specifically  conferred  by 
such  order. 

Section  5.  The  city  treasurer  shall  keep  the  accounts  arising  from 
the  several  sources  of  revenue  and  income  separate  and  distinct  from 
one  another,  and  shall  make  daily  deposits  of  all  moneys  received  by' 
him  in  such  banks  or  institutions  as  may  be  designated  by  the  council 
and  shall  make  specific  reports  daily  to  the  city  controller  of  all  re- 
ceipts and  deposits  and  of  all  moneys  withdrawn  from  the  treasury, 
and  shall  present  and  verify  his  cash  account  in  such  manner  and  as 
often  as  may  be  required. 

Section  (i.  All  1l>e  moneys  of  the  city  received  by  any  officer  or 
agent  thereof  shall  bi*  paid  (laily  to  the  city  ti-easurer. 

ARTK^LE  XII. 

Department   of   City   (^)ntroller. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  department  of  city  controller  of  which 
the  city  ccmtroUer  shall  be  tln^  head.  lie  shall  be  elected  and  give 
bond  as  now  provided  by  law,  and  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  four 
years  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  2.  The  city  controller  shall  ai)point  a  deputy  controller 
who  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations  in  all  mat- 
ters relating  to  accounts  against  the  city,  and  who  in  the  absence  or 
incapacity  of  the  citv  controller  to  act  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and 
]>erform  all  the  duties  of  the  city  controller  until  the  incapacity  or  in- 
ability of  the  city  controller  is  removed  or  until  a  new  city  controller 
is  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified.    The  city  control!}^  shall  i be. 
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respoiisihlo  for  the  acts  of  such  deputy.  The  city  controller  shall  also 
api)oiiit  such  other  olticers  and  employes  as  may  be  provided  for  by 
ordinance. 

Section  II  (a).  The  city  controller  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  re- 
ports and  accounts  to  be  rendered  to  his  department  and  shall  have 
entire  charge  and  supenision  of  the  accounts  of  all  other  departments 
and  trusts.  All  employes  engaged  in  the  keeping  of  any  of  the  books 
or  accounts  prescribed  b}'^  the  city  controller  or  forming  part  of  the 
city's  bookkeeping  system  shall  l)e  under  the  control  and  supervision 
of  the  city  controller. 

(b).  He  shall  audit  accounts  of  the  several  departments  and  trusts 
and  all  other  accounts  in  which  the  city  is  concerned,  and  submit  an- 
nually to  the  council  in  such  manner  as  may  by  ordinance  l)e  directed 
a  report  of  the  accounts  of  the  city  veritied  by  his  oath  or  aMrmation, 
exhibiting  the  assets,  liabilities  and  net  worth  of  the  city  at  the  close 
of  the  preceding  year,  and  the  revenues,  expenses,  other  expenditures, 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  preceding  year,  including  the  sources 
from  which  the  revenues  and  receipts  were  derived,  and  in  what  man- 
ner the  same  were  disbursed  which  report  shall  be  published  in 
pamphlet  or  book  form. 

(c).  lie  shall  keep  separate  accounts  for  each  siiecitic  item  of  ap- 
propriation made  by  the  council  to  each  department  and  requii*e  all 
warrants  to  state  specitically  against  which  items  the  warrant  is 
drawn.  Each  account  shall  show  in  detail  the  several  appropriations 
made  by  the  council,  the  amount  dra\\'n  on  each  appropriation,  the  un- 
paid contracts  charged  against  it,  ancF  the  balance  standing  to  the 

credit  of  the  same. 

ft 

(d).  He  shall  not  suffer  any  appropriation  to  be  overdrawn  or  the 
appropriation  for  one  item  to  be  drawn  upon  for  any  other  purpose 
or  by  any  department  other  than  that  for  which  the  appropriation 
was  specitically  made  except  on  transf(»rs  made  by  ordinance  of 
council. 

(e).  If  any  warrant  presented  to  the  city  controller  contain  an 
item  for  which  ho  appropriation  has  been  made,  or  there  shall  not  be 
a  sufficient  balance  of  the  proper  fund  for  the  payment  thereof  or 
which  for  any  other  cause  should  not  be  a])prove(l  he  shall  notify  the 
proper  department  of  the  fact,  and  if  the  city  controller  shall  approve 
any  warrant  cimtrary  to  the  provisions  hereof  he  and  his  sureties 
shall  be  individually  liable  for  the  amount  of  the  sanu»  to  the  holder 
thereof. 

(f).  Whenever  a  warrant  or  claim  shall  be  preseuteil  to  him  he 
shall  have  power  to  require  evidence  that  the  ainount  claimed  is  justly 
due  and  for  that  purpose  may  summon  before  him  any  officer,  agent 
or  employe  of  any  department  of  the  city  or  any  other  person  and 
examine  him  upon  oath  or  affirmation  relative  to  such  warrant  or 
claim. 

(g).  He  shall  also  perform  all  duties  required  of  him  by  law  or 
ordinance  iiot  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Section  4.  Every  contract  involving  an  appropriation  shall  desig- 
nate the  item  on  which  it  is  founded  and  shall  be  numbered  by  the 
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city  controller  in  the  order  of  its  date  and  charged  as  nnmbeped 
against  such  item,  and  so  certified  bv  him  before  it  shall  take  effect  as 
a  ccmtract,  and  shall  not  be  payable  out  of  any  other  fnud,  and  if  he 
shall  certify  any  contract  in  e»xcess  of  the  apjiropriation  properly  ap- 
jvlicabie  thereto  the  city  shall  not  be  liable  for  such  excess,  Imt  tlu' 
city  controller  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  in  damages  for  an 
amount  not  exceeding  such  excess  which  may  be  recovered  by  tlM» 
contracting  party  aggrieve<l.  • 

Secticm  T).  The  city  controller  shall  at  the  end  of  (ach  fiscal  year  or 
oftener  if  so  vtHpiired  l)y  the  council  and  also  up<m  the  death,  resigna- 
tion, removal  or  expiration  of  the  pterin  of  any  officer,  audit,  examine 
and  settle  the  accounts  of  such  office^  and  if  he  shall  be  found  in- 
debted to  the  city,  the  city  controller  shall  state  an  account  anil  tile 
the  same  in  the  court  of  common  ])leas  of  the  j)roper  county,  together 
with  a  copy  of  the  official  jKmd  of  such  officer  and  give  notice  thereof 
to  him  or  liis  legal  representatives,  and  if  any  person  or  persons  af- 
fected thereby  shall  be  dissatisfied  with  such  settlenunt  he  or  they 
may  a])peal  therefrom.  The  ai>peal  with  his  or  their  excej)tions  to  the 
account  as  stated,  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  person  or  persons  ap- 
pealing shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  prothonotarv  of  said  court 
within  ten  days  after  service  of  notice.  The  appellant  shall  within 
ten  days  enter  security  to  l>e  approved  by  the  court  to  prosecute  the 
ap[>eal  with  effect  and  [)ay  the  costs,  and  the  debt  and  interest  which 
may  appear  by  the  judgment  of  the  court  to  be  due  to  the  city.  The 
balance  of  account  as  sliown  by  the  settlement  filed  as  aforesaid  shall 
constitute  a  lien  on  real  estate  of  the  officer  so  indel)te<l,  and  his 
sureties  from  the  date  of  filing  thereof,  which  lien  shall  continue 
for  the  period  of  ^ve  years  fi*om  the  date  of  filing.  A  writ  of  scire 
facias  to  enforce  the  lien  shall  be  issued  thereon  within  six  mouths, 
which  shall  contain  a  clause  warning  the  sureties  or  the  e^ecutoi*s  or 
administrators  of  the  officer  or  of  his  sureties  to  api>ear  and  make  de- 
fense, and  the  case  shall  thereupon  be  proceeded  with  to  final  judg- 
ment, according  to  law. 

Section  0.  Notice  of  the  audit  shall  be  given  by  the  city  controller 
to  the  officer  or  his  legal  representatives  l)ef()re  the  final  statement  of 
the  account,  and  if  desired  by  such  officer  or  his  legal  representatives 
opportunity  shall  be  given  for  a  hearing.  A  copy  of  such  notice  with 
an  affidavit  of  the  proof  of  service  thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the  state- 
ment of  account  as  evidence  of  service  of  notice. 


ARTICLE   XI II. 

Department  of   Law. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  department  of  law  of  which  the  city 
solicitor  shall  be  the  head.  He  shall  be  api>ointed  by  the  mayor,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  and  shall  hold  office 
during  the  term  for  which  the  mayor  appointing  him  was  elected  aud 
until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  The  city  solicitor  shall 
api)oint  as  many  assistants  ancrotber  employes  as  may  be  provided  for 
by  ordinance.  The  solicitor  and  assistant  solicitors  shall  be  attor- 
neys-at-law,  admitted  and  qualified  to  practice  in  the  courts  of  this 
Commonwealth.  ^  I 
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Section  2  (a).  The  city  solicitor  shall  appoint  from  the  number  of 
his  assistants  allowed  by  law  or  ordinance,  one  of  said  assistants  as 
his  first  assistant,  wlio  shall  in  the  absence  of  the  city  solicitor  from 
such  city  or  when  he  shall  be  unable  to  [>erform  the  duties  of  his  office 
through  illness  or  other  disability  l>e  vested  with  all  the  duties, 
powers  and  privileges  given  by  law  to  the  city  solicitor.  Such  first 
assistant  city  solicitor  shall  be  removable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  city 
solicitor. 

(b).  Whenever  the  office  of  city  solicitor  shall  become  vacant  by 
death,  resignation,  I'emoval  from  office  or  otherwise,  such  first  assist- 
ant city  solicitor  shall  discharge  the  duties  imposed  by  law  upon  the 
city  solicitor  until  a  new  city  solicitor  is  appointed  and  qualifieil. 
Provided,  that  before  assuming  thp  duties  of  said  office  he  shall  give 
bond  as  required  of  the  city  solicitor  and  shall  take  the  oath  of  office 
required  of  the  city  solicitor,  and  until  a,  n^w  city  solicitor  is  ap- 
pointed and  qualified  such  fii*st  jissistant  city  solicitor  shall  receive 
the  salary  provided  by  law  or  ordinance  to  be  paid  to  the  city  solicitor. 

Section  3  (a).  The  city  solicitor  shall  be  the  legal  adviser  and  act 
as  attorney  and  counsel  for  the  city  for  all  branches  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment, and  for  all  departnients  and  officers  of  the  city.  The  author- 
ization in  writing  of  the  mayor  in  all  cases  shall  be  a  sufficient  warrant 
of  attorney  for  representing  the  city,  its  departments  and  officers. 

(b).  He  shall  prepare  all  contracts  to  be  made  with  the  city  or  any 
of  its  trusts  and  departments  and  indorse  on  each  his  apjiroval  of  the 
fonn  thereof  before  the  same  shall  take  effect,  and  he  shall  be  the  cus- 
todian of  all  such  papers  and  records  as  may  be  designated  and  per- 
form such  other  duties  appertaining  to  his  department  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  law  or  ordinance. 

(c).  He  shall  make  a  return  daily  to  the  city  controller  of  each 
item  of  money  i*eceived  by  or  through  him  or  his  assistants,  including 
all  fees  and  perquisites  for  the  preparation  of  contracts,  bonds  or 
other  instruments  of  writing  or  such  as  may  be  derived  from  any  other 
subject-matter  connecte<l  with  the  city  or  its  affairs,  and  shall  pay 
daily  such  amount  to  the  city  treasurer. 

Section  4.  All  contracts,  bonds  and  other  instruments  of  writing  in 
which  the  city  is  concerned  shall  be  prepared  in  the  office  of  the  city 
solijcitor,  and  he  shall  receive  for  the  city  a  reasonable  fee  from  the 
persons  for  whom  such  contracts,  bonds  or  instruments  may  be  drawn 
to  be  fixed  by  ordinance,  and  he  shall  approve  all  security  required  to 
be  given  for  the  protection  of  the  city  and  a  proper  registry  shall  be 
kept  by  him  of  all  such  contracts,  bonds  and  instruments. 

Section  5.  No  department  of  the  city  shall  employ  any  other  solici- 
tor, but  assistant  counsel  may  be  employed  in  any  particular  manner 
or  cause  by  the  mayor  with  the  .consent  of  the  council,  but  he  shall  be 
selected  by  the  city  solicitor. 

ARTICLE   XIV. 

Sinking  Fund   Commission. 

Section  1.  The  sinking  fund  commission  shall  continue  as  now  es- 
tablished by  law.

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ARTICLE    XV. 

l>(»l)artiH(Mit  of  Keceiver  of  Taxes. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  department  of  receiver  of  taxes  of  whieli 
the  receiver  of  taxes  shall  Ik»  the  head.  He  shall  be  elected  and  give 
bond  as  now  provide<l  by  law,  and  shall  hold  office  for  a  temi  of  four 
years  and  nntil  his  sncccessor  is  ele(!ted  and  qualified. 

Section  2.  All  officers  charged  with  the  duty  of  collecting  ta-xes  and 
the  receipt  and  collection  of  funds  derived  from  loans,  licenses,  water 
rents,  water  pipe  frontages,  i)erniits  and  rents  from  markets,  landings, 
wharves  and  other  public  projierty  and  interests  shall  be  attached  and 
subonlinate  to  this  department,  and  be  subject  to  its  supenision,  con- 
trol and  direction.  But  boards  of  directors  of  city  trusts  now  existing 
and  boards  of  revision  of  taxes  created  by  any  acts  of  Assembly  of 
this  Commmonwealth  shall  be  appointed  and  i>erform  their  functions 
as  heretofore. 

Section  ;^.  The  receiver  of  taxes  shall  be  charged  by  the  controller 
with  the  full  amount  of  all  tax  duplicates  of  the  several  wards,  and 
also  with  all  other  accounts  placed  in  his  hands  by  the  proper  officer 
for  collection  and  shall  make  daily  returns  to  the  controller  of  all 
moneys  paid  and  by  whom  paid. 

ARTK^LE   XVI. 

City  Council. 

Section  1.  From  and  after  the  first  Monday  of  January,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  twenty,  the  legislative  branch  of  the  govern- 
ment of  each  city  of  the  first  class  shall  consist  of  a  city  council  elected 
as  hereinafter  ])rovided.  Such  council  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
legislative  power  of  such  city  and  all  jKiwers  and  duties  theretofore 
had  and  exercised  by  the  ])reviously  existing  legislative  branch  of 
government  in  such  city,  whether  the  same  were  had  and  exercise<l  by 
a  single  chamber  or  by  two  chambers  acting  jointly  or  concurrently  or 
by  either  of  them  acting  separtely.  It  is  the  intention  of  this  act  that 
the  council  herein  provided  for  shall  take  the  place  of  the  council  or 
councils  existing  in  any  city  of  the  first  class  at  the  date  aforesaid  or 
in  any  city  when  it  may  hereafter  bt^come  a  city  of  the  first  class,  but 
that  the  powers,  duties  and  functions  of  the  legislative  branch  of  the 
city  govei-nment  shall  continue  unchanged  except  as  herein  provideil 
or  as  may  be  hereafter  provided  by  law.  The  mayor  and  heads  of 
executive  departments  of  any  such  city  shall  have  the  right  at  all 
times  to  ai)]>ear  In^fore  the  council  or  any  committee  thereof  for  the 
purpose  of  expressing  their  views  on  matters  pending  before  said  coun- 
cil or  committee. 

Section  2.  At  the  municipal  election  held  in  such  city  in  the  year, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nineteen,  and  in  every  fourth  year 
thereafter,  city  councilmen  shall  l)e  elected  in  the  various  state  sena- 
torial districts  in  such  city  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  assessed 
voters  residing  in  each  such  district  as  detennined  bj'  the  last  assess- 
ment completed,  according  to  law,  at  least  three  months  prior  to  said 
election.  One  councilman  shall  be  elected  for  each  unit  of  twenty 
thousand  assessed  voters  residing  in  each  such  di^rict,  and  one  for 
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any  fractional  portion  of  such  unit  in  excess  of  fifty  per  cent,  thereof 
residing  in  such  district  over  and  above  all  entire  units.    Provided, 
however,  that  if  at  any  time  hereafter  tlie  women  of  this  C^ommon- 
wealth  shall  be  given  the  right  to  vote  the  unit  of  representation  afore- 
said shall  be  forty  thousand  assessed  voters  instead  of  -twenty  thou- 
sand as  above  provided  and  provided  further.    That  such  assessment 
lists  may  be  corrected  prior  to  August  first  of  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred nineteen,  and  of  every  fourth  year  thereafter  by  striking  there- 
from names  of  voters  not  residing  in  the  district  at  the  time  of  such 
revision,  and  by  adding  the  names  of  voters  then  residing  therein,  but 
not  include<i  in  said  asses.Kinent.     The  nund)er  of  councilmen  to  be 
elected  from  each  such  district  shall  be  detennined  by  the  county 
commissioners  on  August  first  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  nine- 
teen, and  of  everj^  fourth  year  thereafter  on  the  basis  of  the  said  lists 
as  revised.    The  registration  commissioners  in  each  city  of  the  first 
class  shall  be  empowered,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  in  case  of  petitions 
filed  by  one  or  more  qualified  voters  objecting  to  nan)es  on  the  asses- 
sors' list  or  in  case  of  personal  application  of  voters  to  be  added  t(» 
said  lists  to  hear  said  petitions  or  applications,  and  to  strike  from  the 
list  the  names  of  persons  who  are  not  voters  then  residing  within  the 
district,  and  to  add  the  names  of  voters  then  residing  within  the  dis- 
trict, but  who  were  not  included  in  said  assessnuMit.     Such  j)etitions 
shall  be  filed  and  pei-soual  applicatiims  nm<le  not  later  than  .July  fif- 
teenth of  such  years,  and  shall  be  acted  upon  not  later  than  July 
twenty-fifth  thereof.    Councilmen  shall  be  nominate<l  and  elected  ac- 
cording to  law  and  those  receiving  the  highest  votes  shall  be  declared 
elected  to  the  number  to  which  each  such  district  is  entitknl.    Council- 
men-  shall  serve  for  the  period  of  four  yeai*s  from  the  first  Monday  in 
January,  following  their  election.    If  any  vacancy  shall  hai>i)en  in  the 
office  of  councilman  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  at  the  next  general, 
municipal  or  special  election  occurring  not  less  than  thirty  days  there- 
after- but  the  councilman  thus  electe<l  shall  serve  only  the  unexpired 
term. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  hold  the  office  of  councilman  while  hold- 
ing any  other  office,  position  or  employment  of  profit  under  the  city, 
any  department,  board,  commission  or  agency  thereof  under  this  Com- 
monwealth, any  county,  city  or  other  political  subdivision  thereof  or 
under  the  United  States  except  that  of  notary  public  or  an  office  in  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  the  Ignited  States  or  of  this  C(mimon- 
wealth.  No  councilman  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office,  position  or  em- 
ployment of  profit  under  the  city,  any  department,  board,  conmiission 
or  agency  thereof  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected 
as  councilman. 

Section  4.  Each  councilman  shall  receive  a  salary  of  fixa  thousand 
dollars  (*5,000)  per  annum. 

Section  5.    The  said  council  shall  meet  for  organization  at  ten  ante    _^ 
meridian  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  following  its  election.    It 
shall  have  ])ower  to  provide  for  its  own  organization  and  to  ])rovide  for 
the  employment  and  fix  the  salaries  of  such  persons  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  the  projK^r  discharge  of  its  business. 

Section  6.  No  ordinance  shall  be  passed  except  by  bill,  and  no  bill 
Bhall  be  so  altered  or  amended  during  its  passage  as  to  ^^ange^Us  t 
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original  purpose.  .  No  bill  shall  be  considered  unless  referred  to  a 
committee  returned  therefrom  and  printed  for  the  use  of  the  members, 
and  no  hill  shall  be  passed  containing  more  than  one  subject  which 
shall  be  clearly  expressed  in  its  title. 

All  amendments  shall  be  printed  for  the  use  of  tlie  members  before 
the  tinal  vote  is  taken  on  the  bill,  and  no  bill  shall  become  an  onli- 
nance  upon  the  same  day  on  which  it  was  introduced  or  reported.  On 
its  final  passage  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays  and  the 
names  of  the  councilmen  voting  for  and  against  the  same  shall  be  en- 
tered on  the  Journal.  No  bill  shall  become  an  onlinance  unless  a 
majoritA'  of  all  the  councilmen  elected  be  recorded  as  voting  in  its 
favor. 

Every  legislative  ad  of  the  council  shall  be  by  ordinance. or  reso- 
lution, and  every  ordinance  or  resolution  shall,  before  it  takes  effect, 
be  presented  duly  engrossed  and  certitied  to  the  mayor  for  his  ap- 
proval. 

The  nuiyor  shall  sign  such  ordinance  or  resolution  if  he  approves  it, 
whereui)on  it  shall  become  law.  If  he  disappix)ves  it  he  shall  return  it 
to  the  council  with  his  reasons  for  disapproval  at  the  first  meeting 
thereof,  held  not  less  than  ten  days  after  he  receives  it,  and  if  the 
council  pass  the  same  within  seven  days  after  he  has  returned  it  with 
his  disapproval  by  a  vote  of  three-fifths  of  all  the  members  elected 
thereto,  it  shall  become  law  without  his  approval.  If  the  mayor  does 
not  return  such  oi*dinance  or  resolution  within  the  time  herein  re- 
quired it  shall  become  law  without  his  approval. 

The  mayor  may  disapprove  or  reduce  any  item  or  items  of  any 
ordinance  making  appropriations,  and  the  part  or  parts  of  such  ordi- 
nance approved  shall  become  law,  and  the  item  or  items  or  parts  or 
items  disapproved  shall  not  become  law  unless  passed  by  the  council 
as  provided  in  the  foregoing  paragraph. 

Section  7.  The  meetings  of  the  city  (Council  sliall  be  at  all  times 
open  and  accessible  to  the  public. 

Section  8.  The  council  shall  have  i)ower  to  compel  the  attendance 
of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  documents  and  other  evidence  at 
any  meeting  of  the  body  or  of  any  committee  thei*eof,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose may  issue  subpoenas  and  attachments  in  any  case  of  inquiry,  in- 
vestigation or  impeachment  and  cause  the  same  to  be  served  and 
executed  in  any  part  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  if  any  witness  shall 
ref uKe  to  testify  as  to  any  fact  within  his  knowle<lge  or  to  produce  any 
documents  within  his  possession  or  under  his  control  the  president  of 
the  council  shall  forthwith  report  the  facts  relating  to  such  refusal  to 
that  one  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county  to  which 
current,  new  actions  and  proceedings  may  at  the  time  be  distributed, 
apportionefl  and  assigned,  and  all  questions  arising  upon  such  refusal 
and  also  upon  any  new  evidence  not  included  in  said  president's  re- 
port (which  other  testimony  or  documents  may  be  offered  either  in 
behalf  of  or  against  such  witness)  shall  at  once  be  heard  by  said  court. 
If  the  court  determine  that  the  testimony  or  document  required  of 
such  witness  is  legally  and  properly  com[>etent  and  ought  to  be  given 
or  produced  by  him  said  court  shall  make  an  order  commanding  such 
witness  to  testify  or  to  produce  cjocumeius  (or  both  as  the  case  may 
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be),  and  if  said  witness  shall  thereafter  refuse  to  testify  or  to  produce 
4locuments  as  aforesaid  in  disobedience  of  such  order  of  the  court,  then 
the  said  court  shall  have  power  to  order  the  conunitnient  of  such  wit- 
ness to  the  county  jail  of  the  proper  county  for  contenij)t. 

No  witness  shall  be  excused  from  testifying  hi  any  criminal  proceed- 
ing or  in  any  investigation  or  inquiry  before  the  council  before  any 
committee  thereof  or  before  any  othcer  of  the  city  having  the  right  to 
conduct  the  investigation  touching  his  knowledg(»  of  any  offense  c  om- 
mitted  against  the  provisions  of  this  article,  but  such  testimony  shall 
not  be  used  against  him  in  any  criminal  prosecution  whatever. 

ARTICLE   XVI r. 

Finance. 

ejection  L  On  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  Ocrtober  of  each  year 
the  mayor  shall  furnish  to  the  council  in 'such  form  and  detail  as  the 
council  shall  have  determined,  a  statement  of  the  estimated  receipts 
other  than  from  ta.xation,  including  money  pi*oposed  to  be  borrowed 
and  liabilities  of  every  kind  for  the  ensuing  calendar  year,  and  the  esti- 
mated expenditures  for  such  year  of  all  (lepartments,  officers,  boards, 
commissions,  trusts,  committees  or  other  agencies  whose  tinancial  re- 
quii^ements  are  to  be  met  out  of  the  procee<ls  of  taxes  levied  by  the 
council  or  out  of  any  other  funds  over  which  the  council  has  control, 
designating  which  of  such  liabilities  and  expenditures  should  be  met 
from  cuiTent  receipts,  and' which  should  be  met  from  loan  funds.  The 
estimates  of  receipts  and  liabilities  shall  be  furnished  to  the  mayor  by 
the  city  controller;  he  shall  also  furnish  to  the  mayor  a  statement  of 
the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  city.  Such  statements  shall  be  made  up 
by  the  city  controller  from  the  best  available  data  and  the  receipts 
from  sources  other  than  taxation  and  loans  shall  be  estimated  at  the 
average  of  such  receipts  for  tiie  preceding  three  years  with  due  allow- 
ance for  new  sources  of  receipts  not  existing  during  all  or  part  of  said 
period  of  three  years  for  sources  of  receipts  existing  during  all  or  part 
of  said  period  which  will  not  be  available  for  the  ensuing  year  for 
changers  in  rates  and  for  other  factors  not  previously  existing.  The 
estimates  to  be  furnished  by  the  city  controller  to  the  mayor  and  by 
him  transmitted  to  the  council,  shall  also  contain  a  statement  of  the 
average  proportion  of  taxes  unc(dlected  at  the  end  of  each  of  the  three 
preceding  years.  The  estinuited  statement  of  expenditures  shall  be 
made  up  by  the  mayor  from  information  supplied  him  by  such  depart- 
ments, officers,  boards,  commitij^ions,  trusts,  committees  and  other 
agencies  subject  to  revision  by  the  mayor  in  his  discretion. 

Section  2.  Immediately  after  the  receii>t  of  such  statement  the 
council  shall  consider  the  same  in  open  sessions,  artording  a  reason- 
able opportunity  to  officers  and  citizens  to  be  heard  thereon,  and  the 
council  shall  in  oi>€  ordinance  on  or  before  the  lifteenth  day  of  De- 
cember following  adopt  a  tinancial  program  for  the  ensuing  year, 
showing  the  estimateil  receipts  from  all  sources,  the  liabilities  of  everv 
kind,  and  the  amount  and  character  of  expenditures  to  be  made  by 
such  departments,  officei*s,  boards,  commissions,  trusts,  committees 
and  other  agencies  during  the  ensuing  year.  In  passing  said  ordi- 
nunce  council  shall  be  bound  to  accept  the  estimates  of  nneipts  and 
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liabilities  furnished  to  the  mayor  by  the  city  controller,  but  shall  have 
full  discretion  to  determine  the  character  and  amount  of  expenditures 
to  be  made  out  of  the  estimated  receipts  of  the  citj'  during  the  en- 
suing year. 

Section  li.  On  or  befoi-e  the  same  date  the  council  shall  levy  and  fix 
a  tax  rate  for  the  ensuing  year,  which,  together  with  the  estiuiateil  re- 
ci-ipts  from  all  other  sources  exce])t  borrowed  money,  shall  yield 
sufficient  receipts  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  city  of  every  kind  (ex- 
cept liabilities  to  be  paid  out  of  loan  funds)  for  tlie  ensuing  year,  and 
the  current  expenditures  not  including  expenditures  from  loan  funds 
as  lixed  and  determine<l  by  the  council  in  said  ordinance.  The  re- 
ceipts from  taxation  shall  be  estimated  by  deducting  from  the  gross 
auiount  which  would  be  yielded  at  the  rate  lixed  the  average  pi-opor- 
tion  of  the  anu)unt  uncoliecte<l  at  the  end  of  each  year  during  the  pre- 
ceding three  years.  If  the  council  shall  fail  to  fix  a  tax  rate  on  or  be- 
fore the  fifteenth  day  of  December  of  any  year,  the  rate  for  the  current 
year  shall  be  the  rate  for  the  ensuing  year  as  if  that  rate  had  l)een 
fixed  by  the  council  in  accor<lance  with  this  act,  and  the  amount  of  ex- 
penditures other  than  from  loan  funds  shall  be  fixed  and  detenuined 
by  the  council  so  as  to  come  within  the  estimated  receijits  from  sources 
other  than  loans. 

Section  4.  The  council  may  form  time  to  time  make  appropriations 
out  of  such  es(imate<l  receipts  of  the  city  for  the  ensuing  year  to  meet 
the  ivcpiirements  of  such  departments,  officers,  boards,  c<miniissioni«, 
trusts,  committees  and  other  agencies  as  determined  by  the  council, 
but  from  the  recei[)ts  of  the  city  from  taxation  and  sources  other  than 
loan  funds  estimated  as  provided  in  this  article,  the  council  shall  ai>- 
propriate  before  the  beginning  of  the  ensuing  year  a  sufficient  amount 
for  the  extinguiishment  of  the  floating  indebtedness  (other  than  that 
accruing  within  one  year  fnmi  condenmation  of  real  property)  which 
the  city  controller  may  estinuite  to-  be  outstanding  upon  the  first  of 
January  following  for  the  payment  of  all  lawful  obligations  due  by  the 
city  during  the  fiscal  year  commencing  January  first,  and  for  such 
expenditures  to  Ik*  met  from  receipts  as  niay  be  authorized  by  the 
council,  and  the  city  controller  shall  not  countersign  any  warniuts 
(except  for  paynjent  of  interest  and  for  sinking  fundi  pei-taining  to 
any  of  the  apju-opriations  until  the  said  council  shall  first  have  passwl 
all  appro[)riations  necessary  for  the  expense  for  the  current  year  of 
each  department,  officer,  board,  commission,  trust,  committee  or  other 
agency,  whose  financial  requirements  are  to  be  met  out  of  the  pro- 
ctitis of  tax(*s  levied  by  the  couiicil'or  out  of  any  other  funds  over 
which  the  council  has  control,  nor  shall  said  officer  countersign  any 
warrants  exce[)t  as  aforesaid  until  the  total  of  all  appropriations  and 
all  lawful  obligations  (other  than  as  aforesaid)  as  estimated  by  the 
city  controller,  shall  have  been  brought  within  the  sum  of  the  esti- 
mated receipts  from  taxes  and  from  other  sources,  except  loan  funds. 
No  contract  shall  be  binding  upon  the  city  unless  an  appropriation 
therefor  has  previously  been  made  (except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  act)  and  no  warrant  shall  be  drawn,  issued  or  approved  by  any 
officer  of  said  city  for  any  expenditure  by  such  department,  officer, 
board,  commission,  trust,  committee  or  other  agency  unless  an  appro- 
priation has  previ<msly  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
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of  thi.s  act,  and  no  wainuit  shall  be  drawn  aj;ainst  any  item  in  Haid  ap- 
propriation in  excess  of  said  item,  and  any  contract  made  or  warrant 
issued  in  violation  of  this  article  shall  be  absolutely  void.  Any  appi-o- 
priation  in  violation  of  this  article  or  in  excess  of  the  estimated  re- 
ceipts as  set  forth  in  said  ordinance,  and  any  contract  based  thereon 
shall  l)e  vonl.  Provided,  however  That  the  council  shall  have  the  jmwer 
to  appropriate  money  receive<l  in  excess  of  sai<l  estimate  upcm  the  cer- 
titicate  of  the  city  controller  that  thoje  have  been  such  excess  receipts. 
And,  provideil  further  that  suri)lus  receipts,  if  any,  carried  over  from 
one  year  into  the  next,  may  be  ap]>ropriated  during  the  next  said  year 
in  addition  to  the  api)ropriation  of  the  said  estimates!  i^eceipts  for  that 
year.  Said  a])pro[)riations,  if  within  the  limits  aforesai<l,  shall  be 
valid  and  ccmtracts  may  be  lawfully  based  thei*eon,  although  the 
money  estimated  to  be  received  during  the  said  year  shall  not  actually 
have  been  received  or  be  in  the  treasury'  at  the  time  of  said  approjiria- 
tion  or  contract,  and  provided  further,  that  the  council  may  by  ordi- 
nance make  transfei's  from  one  item  of  appropriation  to  another. 

Section  5.  Where  cash  shall  be  needed  for  the  immediate  require- 
ments of  the  city  in  any  year  in  advance  of  the  receipt  of  income,  the 
mayor,  the  city  controller  and  the  city  solicitor  or  any  two  of  them 
shall  have  power  to  negotiate  on  behalf  of  the  city  temporary  loans 
upon  notes  for  periods  not  to  extend  beyond  such  year,  and  in  aggre- 
gate amount  not  to  exceed  ten  i)er  centum  of  the  estimated  receipts  for 
such  curi*ent  year  other  than  loan  funds,  but  at  the  time  of  issuing 
said  loans  provision  must  be  nuide  to  repay  the  same  out  of  the  in- 
come of  the  same  year  in  which  they  are  negotiated ;  the  intention  of 
this  section  being  that  the  negotiation  of  said  loans  shall  be  solely  for 
the  purpose  of  anticipating  i^eceipt  of  income.  Provided,  however, 
that  if  through  emergency  it  shall  become  necessary  for  the  cocuncil  to 
obtain  additional  appi-opriating  power,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  coun- 
cil to  authorize  the  creation  of  one  or  nu>re  emergency  loans,  not  ex- 
ceeding in  the  aggregate  two  million  (Ji?2,0(K),000)  dollars,  at  any  one 
time  which,  unless  paid  within  the  year  in  which  they  were  creati^l, 
shall  l>e  included  by  the  city  controller  in  his  estimate  of  liabilities 
which  must  be  met  out  of  the  receipts  of  the  ensuing  year  before  ordi- 
nary appropriati(ms  ma}'  be  made  therefrom. 

Section  i\.  It  shall  be  lawful  from  tinie  to  time  to  advance  any 
money  in  the  general  fund  to  any  loan  fund  or  to  use  any  money  in 
the  general  fun<l  for  any  i)urpose  for  which  a  loan  shall  have  been  au- 
thorized, an<l  the  corj.orate  authorities  shall  not  be  re<piired  to  issue 
any  bonds  authorizt^d  to  be  issuc^l  until  it  is  necessary  to  repay  to  the 
general  fund  such  advances  or  to  replenish  such  loan,  fund  or  funds. 
It  shall  also  be  lawful  from  time  to  time  to  make  temi)orary  advances 
in  anticipation  of  the  collecti(m  of  revenue  from  any  loan  fund  to  the 
general  fund. 

Section  7.  In  the  event  that  contracts  are  made  as  provided  by  this 
act  to  extend  over  a  period  longer  than  one  year  and  which  ai*e  to  be 
met  from  current  receipts  of  the  city  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  council 
to  make  an  appropriation  only  sufficient  to  answer  the  retpiirements 
of  such  contract  for  one  year,  and  the  contract  shall  be  legal  and 
binding  upon  the  city  notwithstanding  no  apjiropriation  has  been 
made  for  the  ensuing  years  over  which  the  contract  istp  be  operative. 
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Jini  it  sliall  he  the  duty  of  the  coniieiJ  to  make  suhsequeiit  appropria- 
tions from  year  to  year  as  required  for  the  purposes  of  such  contracts. 
The  ohligation  of  the  city  under  such  contracts  shall  not  be  considered 
to  be  a  part  of  tlie  indebtedness  of  the  city. 

Secti<m  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  such  city  to  borrow  money  or  incur 
debt  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  existing  law  for  the  purynise  of 
acquiring  ])roperty,  erecting  buihlings,  bridges  <h'  otiier  structure's 
(but  not  for  the  repair  of  the  t^ame),  paving  streets  (but  not  repaving 
or  repairing  the  same)  or  for  any  other  i>ermanent  improvements  or 
capital  outlay  of  any  kind,  provided  that  all  of  such  proposed  expen- 
ditures are  certified  to  the  council  by  the  city  controller  to  be  capital 
ex])enditures  as  distinguishcfl  from  current  expenses  prior  to  the  au- 
thorization of  such  debt.  The  certificate  of  the  city  controller  shall  Ih* 
final  and  conclusive  as  to  the  character  of  the  proponed  expenditures. 
It  shall  l)e  unlawful  for  the  city  to  lK)rrow  money  or  incur  debt  for  any 
puriKisi^s  other  than  above  specified  except  in  the  case  of  loans  for 
periiMls  not  to  excee<l  one  year  as  provided  in  this  act.  Providetl, 
however,  that  if  during  the  preceding  year  current  funds  have  been 
used  for  pur]»oses  for  which  it  would  have  been  lawful  to  borrow 
money  as  herein  ])rovided,  and  the  city  controller  shall  so  certify  the 
current  funds  may  be  reimburse<l  out  of  loan  funds  borrowed  for  that 
purpose; 

Section  J).  Contracts  to  be  paid  out  of  loan  moneys  may  be  based 
upon  an  appropriation  out  of  loans  authorized,  although  the  same  may 
be  unissued,  ami  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  issue  the  loans  or  to  raise 
the  cash  necessary  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  sjiid  contracts 
until  the  same  is  needed  in  due  course. 

Section  1(1.  No  liability  shall  be  enforceable  auainst  the  city  by  any 
action  at  law  in  equity  or  otherwise  upon  any  conti'act  not  supporte<l 
by  a  previous  appropriation  of  council  or  to  enforce  payment  for  any 
materials  or  supplies  furnished  to  the  city  or  to  any  department,  offi- 
cer, board,  commissi<m,  trust,  committee  or  other  agency  whose  finan- 
cial requirements  are  to  be  met  out  of  the  other  funds  over  which  the 
council  has  control,  unless  the  council  shall  have  made  a  previous  ai>- 
pmpriation  therefor  and  no  i>ayment  may  be  enforced  by  any  such  ac- 
tion for  services  rendered  to  the  city  or  to  any  such  department,  offi- 
cer, boards,  commission,  trust,  connnittee  or  other  agency  unless  there 
shall  have  been  a  previous  appropriation  by  the  council  to  pay  for  such 
services.  Provided,  however,  that  the  council  may,  by  ordinance,  au- 
thorize i)ayment  for  material  furnished  or  services  renderetl  without 
a  previous  appropriation  if  the  same  is  agreed  to  by  a  two-thinls  vote 
of  all  the  members  elected  thereto,  and  is  approved  by  the  mayor. 
Ordinances  making  appropriations  for  such  payments  shall  relate  to 
no  other  subject  and  shall  set  forth  in  separate  items  the  names  of 
each  beneficiary  to  whom  such  aj>propriation  is  nmde  and  the  amount 
he  is  to  receive. 

ARTICLE  xvnr. 

Indebtedness. 

Section  1.    Subject  to  such  limitations  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter 
be  establishe<l  by  the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth,  any  city  of 
the  first  class  may  from  time  to  time  incur  new  debt  or  increase  its  in- 
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debtedlle^^s  in  sHch  amount  and  in  siit-h  manner  as  the  eouneil  shall  by 
ordinance  have  authorized,  but  it  shall  require  the  aftirinative  votes  of 
two-thirds  of  all  of  the  members  of  the  council  for  the  passage  of  any 
ordinance  authorizing  new  debt  to  be  incuri-eil  or  an  increase  of  in- 
debtedness. 

Section  2.  In  any  ordinance  authorizing  the  city  to  incur  new  debt 
or  increase  its  indebtedness  except  foi'  teniporary  loans,  the  council 
shall  provide  for  the  collection  of  a  tax  to  pay  the  interest  thereon 
and  the  principal  thereof  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  recjifired  by  the 
Constitution  and  any  such  ordinance  shall  state  the  purpose  or  ]>ur- 
poses  for  which  the  new  debt  or  increase  of  indebtedness  is  au- 
thorized. 

fc^ectionJ>.  Within  such  limitation  in  amount  as  is  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  established  by  the  constitution,  the  council  may  authorize 
new  debt  to  be  incurred  or  an  incit»ase  of  indebtedness  without  the 
consent  of  the  electors  of  the  city  at  a  public  election,  but  the  council 
may  in  its  discretion  submit  to  the  electors  for  their  conseut  at  a  i>ub- 
lic  election  the  proposal  contained  in  any  ordinance  authorizing  new 
debt  to  be  incurred  or  an  increase  of  indebtedness,  and  any  such  new 
debt  or  increase  of  indebtedness  to  which  the  electors  shall  have  given 
their  consent  shall  be  excluded  in  computing  the  amount  of  the  indebt- 
edness of  the  city  incurred  without  the  consent  of  the  electors  tlien^of. 

Any  ordinance  authorizing  new  debt  to  be  incurred  or  an  increase 
of  Indebtedness  except  for  temimrary  loans  without  the  consent  of  the 
electors  shall  prior  to  its  final  passage  be  iniblished  daily  for  two 
weeks  in  two  newspapers  having  a  bona  tide  circulation  in  such  city  of 
at  least  thirty  thousand  copies  per  issue. 

Section  4.  ^Vhenever  the  council  shall  by  ordinance  authorize  new 
debt  to  be  incurred  or  an  increase  of  indebtedness  in  an  amount  re- 
quiring the  con^jent  of  the  electors  at  a  [nd>lic  election,  and  whenever 
the  council  shall  in  its  discretion  desire  to  procure  the  consent  of  the 
electors  to  a  new  debt  or  an  inci*ease  of  indebtcnlness,  the  ordinance 
authorizing  such  new  debt  to  be  incurred  or  such  increase  of  indebted- 
ness shall  tix  the  date  for  holding  such  public  election  an<l  shall  pro- 
vide that  the  authority'  to  inciir  such  new  debt  or  to  increase  indebt- 
edness as  therein  contained  shall  not  be  effective  unless  the  electors 
shall  give  their  consent  thereto  at  such  public -election. 

-Section  5.  After  the  passage  of  any  such  ordinance  the  council  shall 
give  notice  of  the  election  to  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the 
consent  of  the  electors  by  advertisement  once  a  week  for  four  weeks 
in  each  of  three  newspapers  having  a  bona  tide  circulation  in  such  city 
©f  at  least  thirty  thousand  copies  per  issue.  The  said  notice  or  adver- 
tisement shall  contain  a  copy  of  the  cn'dinance  authorizing  the  new 
debt  to  be  incurred  or  the  increase  of  indebtedness  for  which  the  con- 
sent of  the  electors  is  sought,  and  shall  also  set  forth  a  certificate  of 
the  city  controller  showing 

(a)  The  agregate  amount  of  the  last  preceding  assessed  valuation 
of  the  taxable  ])roperty  within  the  city. 

(b)  The  amount  of  the  existing  in<lebtness. 

(c)     The  amount  of  the  deductions  therefrom  allowed  by  law.

(d)  The  aiuoniil  of  the  existing  indebtedneKs  Jess  the  deductioDS 
therefrom  allowed  by  law,  and  the  percentage  of  the  last  preceding  as- 
sesse<l  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  which  such  amount  repre- 
sents. 

(e)  The  amount  of  the  proposed  new  debt  or  increase  of  indebted- 
ness and  the  percentage  of  the  last  i)receding  assessed  valuation  of  the 
taxable  i)roperty  which  such  amount  represents. 

(f)  The  amount  of  the  existing  indebtedness  plus  the  proposed 
new  debt  or  increase  of  indebtedness  less  the  de<luction8  therefrom  al- 
lowed by  law,  and  the  percentage  of  the  la*st  preceding  assessed  val- 
uation of  the  taxable  ])ropcrty  which  such  amount  represents  and 

(g)  The  amount  of  indebtetlness  less  the  deductions  thei*efrom  al- 
lowed by  law.  which  the  city  may  lawfully  have  outstanding,  and  the 
percentage  of  the  last  preceding  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  prop- 
erty which  such  amount  rejiresents. 

Section  (>.  The  council  shall  in  all  cases  fix  the  time  of  holding  the 
public  election  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  electors  to  incur  new  debt 
or  increase  indebtedness  on  the  day  of  a  municipal  or  general  election 
unless  more  than  ninety  days  shall  intervene  between  the  date  of  the 
ordinance  providing  for  such  election  and  the  day  of  holding  the  next 
succeeding  municipal  or  general  election.  If  any  other  day  be  fixed 
for  holding  such  election  the  cost  of  holding  the  same  shall  be  paid  by 
the  city. 

Such  election  shall  be  lield  at  the  places  during  the  houi^s  and  under 
the  regulations  provided  by  law  for  holding  municipal  elections,  and 
shall  be  conducted  by  the  election  otWcers  provided  by  law  to  conduct 
municii)al  elections  in  such  city,  unless  the  said  election  he  held  on  the 
day  of  a  general  election  in  which  case  the  laws  governing  general 
elections  shall  api)ly.  The  (piestion  whether  new  debt  shall  he  incurred 
or  indebtedness  inci*eas(»<l  as  authorized  in  the  ordinance,  shall  be 
printed  upon  the  ballot  in  brief  form  followed  by  the  words  '\ves"  and 
**no,''  with  ap])ropriate  voting  squares,  and  if  such  question  shall  be 
submitted  at  an  election  of  public  officers  it  shall  be  printed  below  the 
groups  of  candidates.  The  election  officers  shall  count  the  votes  cast 
at  such  election,  and  shall  make  a  return  thereof  to  the  prothonotary 
of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  containing  such  citj-,  duly 
certified  as  recjuired  by  law.  When  such  count  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted a  certificate  of  the  total  number  of  electors  voting  "yes''  and 
of  the  total  inunber  of  eU^'tors  voting  "no''  on  such  question  shall  be" 
made  by  the  court  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary,  and  a 
copy  thereof,  under  the  seal  of  the  said  court,  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
I  rothonotary  to  the  council,  and  the  same  fhall  be  enteixnl  upon  its 
journal. 

In  conducting  such  election  and  counting  and  making  i-eturn  of  the 
vote  cast  the  officers  of  such  election  and  the  court  shajl  be  governed 
by  the  laws  regulating  such  election,  and  all  the  penalties  of  the  said 
election  laws  for  the  violati<m  thereof  shall  apply  to  the  electors  and 
election  officers  participating  in  such  election. 

If  by  the  returns  of  such  election  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of 
the  electors  voting  thereon  gave  their  consent  to  incurring  new  debt 
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or  increasing  indebtedness  as  authorized  in  the  ordinance,  such  ordi- 
nance shall  as  of  the  date  of  the  court's  certificate  of  the  result  thereof 
be  effective  to  authorize  such  new  debt  to  In?  incurred  or  such  increase 
of  indebtedness,  but  if  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  the  electors 
voting  thereon  did  not  give  their  consent  to  incurring  such  new  debt 
or  increasing  indebtedness  as  authorized  in  the  ordinance,  such  ordi- 
nance shall  be  ineffective  to  autliorizf*  such  new  debt  to  be  incurred  or 
such  increase  of  indebte<lness.  Pi-ovided,  that  should  the  (^institution 
of  this  Commonwealth  require  the  consent  of  more  than  a  majority  of 
the  electors  voting  thereon  to  enable  the  city  to  incur  such  new  debt 
or  increjise  its  indebte<lness,  such  ordinance  shall  be  effective  to  au- 
thorize such  new  debt  or  such  increase  of  indebtedness  only  if  the  re- 
quired number  of  ele<*tors  shall  have  given  their  consent  thereto. 

Section  7.    The  council  may,  by  ordinance,  without  the  consent  of 
the  electors,  authorize  temporary  loans  of  money  in  antici])ation  of  • 
the  issuance  of  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  previously  au- 
thorized, but  all  temporary  loans  shall  be  payable  within  one  year. 

Sectiiui  8.  Whenever  any  debt  shall  be  or  shall  have  been  create<l 
for  which  the  (constitution  of  this  Commonwealth  requires,  a  sinking 
fund  to  \ye  established,  the  proceeds  of  the  taxes  levied  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  and  interest  of  such  debt  and  all  other  money 
pledged  or  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the  j^rincipal  and  interest 
of  such  debt  shall  be  paid  into  the  sinking  fund  of  such  city,  an<l  shall 
be  inviolably  reserved  for  and  api)lied  exclusively  to  the  i)ayment  of 
the  principal  and  intew^st  of  such  debt. 

Whenever  there  shall  be  money  in  the  sinking  fund  in  res])ect  of  a 
particular  debt  in  excess  of  the  iiNpiii-ements  for  the  ]myment  during 
the  twelve  nnniths  next  ensuing  of  principal,  maturing  and  interest 
due  such  excess  money  shall  be  applied, to  the  i)urchase  and  cancella- 
tion of  such  debt,  but  if  at  any  time  it  shall  be  impracticable  or  finan- 
cially disadvantageous  to  purchase  such  debt,  such  excess  money  may 
be  invested  temporarily  in  bonds  or  otiier  evidences  of  debt  of  the 
United  States  of  America  of  this  Comnumwealth  or  of  any  county, 
city,  borough,  township,  school  district  or  other  municijiality  or  in. 
corporated  district  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  9.  The  council  may  at  any  time  authorize  the  purchase  by 
the  city  of  any  of  its  outstanding  debt  and  any  such  debt  so  ])urchase<l 
shall  be  canceled. 

ARTICLE   XIX. 

The  Civil  Service. 

Section  1.  Prom  and  after  the  effective  date  of  this  article  all  ap- 
pointments, transfers,  reinstatements,  promotions,  reductions,  suspen- 
sions, removals  and  dismissals  in  the  civil  service  of  such  city  shall  be 
made  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  provisicuis  of  this  article,  and 
the  rules  prescribed  thereunder. 

Section  2.  The  civil  service  of  such  city  shall  include  all  offices, 
poi^itions  and  employments  in  or  under  such  city  or  any  departments, 
boards  or  commissions  thereof. 
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Section  3.  The  civil  service  of  such  city  shall  be  divided  into  the  un- 
classiti(Ml  service,  and  the  classiticfl  service.  The  unclassified  service 
shall  comprise: 

(a)  All  officers  electe<l  by  the  people. 

(b)  The  director  and  the  assistant  director  of  each  department 
of  the  city  jjovernnieut,  the  civil  seniee  commissioners,  the  purchasing 
agent,  the  city  architect  and  the  members  of  the  commission  on  city 
planning  and  the  art  jury. 

(c)  The  city  solicitor  and  all  assistant  city  solicitors. 

(d)  Persons  emi)loyed  by  contract  to  perform  a  special  service  for 
such  city  where  such  contract  is  certified  by  the  civil  service  commis- 
sion to  be  for  employment  which  cannot  be  performed  by  i)ei*sons  in 
the  classifiefl  service. 

(e)  l^ersons  who  in  times  of  public  emergency  may  be  appointed  as 
special  policemen  or  firemen  for  service  not  to  exceed  one  month  in 
duration. 

(f )  Persons  tem])orarily  appointed  or  designated  to  make  or  con- 
duct a  special  inquiry,  investigation  or  examination  where  such  ap> 
pointnu^nt  or  designation  is  certified  by  the  civil  service  commission 
to  be  for  employment  which  should  not  be  performed  by  persons  in  the 
classitied  service. 

The  classitied  service  of  such  city  shall  comprise  all  civil  oltices,  jki- 
sitions  and  emi)Ioyments  which  are  not  specifically  included  in  the  un- 
classified service. 

The  classified  service  of  such  city  shall  comprise  all  civil  oftices, 
positions  and  cninloyments  which  are  not  specifically  includ<Ml  in  the 
undassifieil  service. 

Section  4.  Any  person  holding  an  oftice,  position  or  emplo3'ment  in 
the  classified  service  as  herein  defined  at  the  time  this  article  takes 
effect  by  virtue  of  a  civil  service  act  repealed  in  whole  or  in  part 
by  this  act  and  who  was  appointed  after  test  and  certification  to  such 
oflice,  position  or  employment  shall  become  a  member  of  the  classitie<l 
seniee  created  by  this  article  without  original  entrance  test.  Any 
I)erson  holding  an  office,  position  or  employment  in  such  classified 
service  at  the  time  this  article  takes  effect  who  has  not  been  ai> 
pointed  after  test  and  certification  under  a  civil  service  act  shall  con- 
tinue to  hold  such  office,  i)Osition  or  employment  only  until  laid  off 
or  removed  for  inefficiency  by  the  appointing  officer  or  until  removed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  article  but  such  person  shall  not  be  en- 
titled to  reinstatement,  transfer  or  promotion  under  the  provisions 
of  this  article. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  established  and  constituted  in  such  city 
a  civil  service  commission  consisting  of  three  civil  service  commis- 
sioners who  shall  be  elected  by  the  city  council  by  a  majority  vote 
of  all  the  members  elected  thereto  and  shall  hold  office  for  a  term 
of  four  years  and  until  their  successors  are  severally  elected  and  Quali- 
fied. Vacancies  in  the  office  of  civil  service  commissioner  shall  in 
like  manner  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.     The  conmns- 
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Kioners  shall  elect  from  among  their  own  luimber  a  president  and 
secretary.  Each  commissioner  shall  qualify  by  filing  with  the  mayor 
an  oath  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  oflSce  faithfully  and  without  fear 
or  favor  and  by  giving  bond  in  the  usual  form  in  the  sum  of  t^'enty- 
tive  thousand  dollars  to  be  approved  as  now  provided  by  law. 

Section  6.  The  civil  service  commission  shall  appoint  a  chief  ex- 
aminer and  such  other  examiners  and  employes  as  may  be  provided 
for  by  ordinance  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  article.  Such 
positions  including  that  of  chief  examiner  shall  be  in  the  classified 
service.  The  council  and  other  officials  of  such  city  shall  provide  the 
civil  service  commissk>n  with  suitable  quarters  and  accommodations 
for  carrying  on  its  work,  permit  the  use  of  public  buildings  for  ex- 
aminations and  other  official  purposes,  and  otherwise  assist  without 
compensation  in  carrjing  out  the  purposes  of  this  article. 

Section  7.  In  such  city  the  clas<iified  service  shall  be  arranged  by 
the  civil  senice  commission  in  three  classes,  to  l)e  designated  as  the 
comjietitive  class,  the  exemj)!  class  and  the  labor  class.  The  com- 
mission shall  have  power  to  reclassify  ijositicms  from  time  to  time  as 
it  may  find  necessary. 

•Section  S.  The  exempt  class  shall  inclu<le  positions,  excejit  that 
('f  unskilled  laborer,  for  the  filling  of  which  the  commissicm  shall 
have  found  competitive  examinations  to  be  impracticable.  No  posi- 
tion shall  be  deenunl  to  be  in  the  exempt  class  unless,  and  until  the 
civil  service  commission  after  a  public  hearing,  of  which  suitable 
public  notice  has  l>een  given,  has  determined  that  it  is  unable  to 
obtain  by  competitive  examination  persons  posses.sing  the  usual  and 
requisite  qualifications  for  tilling  such  office  or  position,  and  has 
classified  such  office  or  [)osition  in  the  exempt  class.  The  reasons  for 
every  such  exemption  shall  be  stated  se])arately  and  at  length  in  the 
annual  reports  of  the  civil  service  commission.  Not  more  than  one 
appointment  shall  be  nuule  to  or  under  the  title  of  any  such  office 
or  position  unless  a  different  number  is  specifically  authorized  by  the 
civil  service  commission.  Appointments  in  th^  exempt  class  may  be 
made  without  examination.  The  exempt  class  shall  include  the  chief 
assistant  to  the  head  of  each  of  the  departments  of  government 
(except  the  civil  service  commission),  one  secretary  or  clerk  appointed 
by  the  mayor,  and  one  secretary  or  clerk  appointed  by  each  head  of 
each  department  of  the  city  government. 

Section  0.  Positirnis  in  the  competitive  class  nmy  be  filled  without 
comi)etition  only  as  follows.  Whenever  there  are  urgent  reasons  for 
lilling  a  vacancy  in  any  position  in  the  competitive  class  and  there 
\h  no  list  of  persons  eligible  for  appointment  after  a  competitive  exam- 
ination, the  appointing  officer  may  nominate  a  person  to  the  civil 
service  commissi<m  for  non-com]>etitive  examination  and  if  such  nom- 
inee shall  be  certified  by  the  said  commission  as  qualified  after  such 
i«on-competitive  examination,  he  may  be  appointed  provisionally  to  fill 
such  vacany  until  a  selection  and  appointment  can  be  made  after 
competitive  examination,  but  such  provisional  appointment  shall  not 
continue  for  a  longer  period  than  three  months.  In  every  case  the 
commission  shall  at  once  proceed  to  hold  and  examination  and  pro- 
cure an  eligible  list. 
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Whon  the  scMvices  to  be  rendered  by  an  appointee  in  the  competitive 
class  are- for  a  temporary  period,  not  to  exceed  one  montli  and  the 
need  of  such  service  is  important  and  argent,  the  appointing  officer 
may  select  for  snch  temporary  service  any  person  on  the  appropriate 
list  of  those  elegible  for  permanent  appointment  without  regard  to 
his  stan<ling  on  such  list.  Acce])tance  or  refusal  of  an  eligible  for  tem- 
I'oraiy  appointment  shall  not  affect  his  standing  on  the  register  for 
permanent  appointment. 

Successive  provisional  or  temporary  appointments  either  of  the 
same  or  different  iw^rsons  shall  not  be  made  to  the  same  iiosition. 
At  the  end  of  the  three  m(»nths  period  the  office  of  the  provisional 
employe,  and  at  the  end  of  the  one  montli  period  the  office  of  the 
temporary  employe,  shall  be  declared  vacant  and  it  shall  be  the  dnt>' 
of  the  city  controller  and  the  city  treasurer  to  prevent  and  decline 
to  permit  the  y)ayment  of  any  compensation,  salary  or  wages  to  such 
l)rovisional  or  temporary  appointee  for  services  rendered  or  dainieil 
to  be  rendered  after  such  ]»eriods  respectively.  No  credit  for  experi- 
ence gained  during  a  provisional  or  temporary  appointment  shall  In* 
given  to  anyone  in  any  examination. 

Secticm  10.  The  labor  class  shall  include  ordinary  unskilled  Ijibor 
ers.  Vacancies  in  the  labor  class  shall  be  filled  by  the  ap]>ointment 
from  lists  of  applicants  registere<l  by  the  civil  service  conimisKion. 
Preference  in  employment  from  such  lists  shall  be  according  to  rules 
and  regulations  to  be  i>romulgated  by  the  civil  service  commission. 

Section  11.  The  competitive  class  shall  include  all  positions  now 
existing  or  hereafter  created  in  the  classified  service  (including  tho«^ 
in  the  civil  service  commission),  except  such  positions  as  have  l)etMi 
classified  by  the  commission  in  the  exemj)t  class  or  the  labor  clas.««. 

Section  12.  Public  recor<ls  of  the  civil  service  commission  existing 
in  such  cily  shall  be  delivered  to  the  civil  service  commission  create^l 
by  this  article,  and  all  lawful  eligible  lists,  acts  and  procee<lings  of 
such  civil  service  commission  and  of  all  previously  existing  civil  ser- 
vice commission  shall  be  construed  as  having  been  made  and  estab- 
lished by  the  civil  service  commission  created  by  this  article. 

Section  1.'?.  The  commission  shall  adopt,  amend  and  enforce  rules 
lor  the  classified  service,  which  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  law. 
The  rules  shall  ])rovide: 

(One).  For  the  classification  of  all  positions  in  the  classitied 
service. 

(Two).  For  the  public  advertisement  of  all  examinations  at  least 
ten  days  in  advance  in  at  least  five  newspapers  having  a  bona  fide 
circulation  in  such  city  of  at  least  thirty  thousand  copies  per  i.<^ue. 
and  for  pttsting  notices  of  such  examinations  in  the  office  of  the  com- 
mission accessible  to  the  public  during  business  hours. 

(Three).  For  the  creation  of  eligible  lists  upon  which  shall  W 
entered  the  names  of  succcessful  candidates  in  the  order  of  their 
standing  in  examination.  Such  lists  shall  remain  in  force  not  longer 
than  two  vears. 
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(Four).  For  the  rejection  of  candidates  or  eligibles  who  fail  to 
( oraply  with  the  reasonable  requirements  of  the  comniission  in  regar*l 
to  ai^e,  residence,  sex  or  physical  condition,  or  wlio  have  been  guilty 
of  crime  or  of  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct,  or  who  have  attempted 
any  deception  or  fraud  in  connection  witii  an  examinaticm.-^ 

(Fiv«).  For  tlie  appointment  of  one  of  the  two  persons  standing 
highest  on  the  appropriate  list  to  fill  a  vacancy. 

(Six).  Regulations  governing  the  reinstatement  witliin  one  year 
of  persons  who  without  fault  or  delinquency  on  their  part  have  re- 
signed or  have  been  separated  from  the  service.  Provided.  That  per- 
s<»ns  who  have  voluntarily  resigned  from  the  service  shall  not  be  rein- 
stated within  six  months. 

(Seven).  Fen*  the  apjiointment  of  unskilled  laborers  in  such  or- 
der as  the  commission  may  prescribe. 

(Eight).  For  the  adoption  and  amendment  of  rules  only  ai/ter 
jMildic  notice  and  hearing. 

The  commission  shall  adopt  such  other  rules  not  inconsistent  with 
the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section,  as  may  be  necessary  and 
]>roper  for  the  enforcement  of  this  article. 

The  rules  may  in  the  discretion  of  the  conmiission  also  i)rovide: 

(a).  For  standards  of  efficiency  for  each  grade  of  the  service  for 
Uie  hiaintenance  of  reconls  (efficiency  and  seniority  to  be  furnished  by 
the  departments  and  kept  by  the  civil  service  commission,  and  for 
i'romotion  from  the  lower  gra<les  to  the  higher  grades,  based  on  such 
](»cords  of  efficiency  and  seniority,  or  on  compel tive  i)romotion  tests, 
or  both.  An  increase  of  compensation  within  a  grade  may  be  granted 
on  the  basis  of  efficiency  and  seniority  records.  An  advancement  in 
lauk  or  an  increase  in  salary  beyond  the  limit  tixed  for  the  grade  by 
Ihe  rules,  shall  constitute  a  promitimi.  Whenever  i)ractical)le,  vacan- 
cies shall  be  tilled  by  promotion.  Provisions  may  be  made  for  meth4)ds 
lor  ascertaining  and  verifying  the  facts  from  which  such  records 
of  relative  efficiency  shall  be  made.  These  shall  be  uniform  for  each 
grnde. 

(bj.  For  transfer  from  one  position  to  a  similar  positicm  in  the 
same  class  and  grade,  in  the  same  or  a  ditt'erent  department. 

The  commissitni  shall  grant  public  hearings  upon  all  changes  in  the 
rules  before  adopting  the  same,  and  give  reasonable  ])ublic  notice  of 
such  hearings  by  posting  for  at  least  (uie  week  on  its  official  bulletin 
board  open  to  the  public  in  its  office,  a  copy  of  all  pro]>osed  changes. 
One  week  after  the  rules  have  been  adopte<l,  printed  an<l  posted  on 
such  official  bulletin  board,  said  rules  shall  take  effect  and  shall  have 
the  force  of  law.  Printed  copies  of  the  rules  sliall  be  made  available 
f<»r  public  distribution. 

Section  14.  All  examinations  shall  be  free,  impartial  and  practical 
in  their  character  and  shall  deal  with  the  duties  and  requireujejits  of 
the  position  to  be  tille<l.  They  nmy  include  examinations  of  physical 
fitness  and  manual  skill.     Examinations  shall  be  in  charge  of  the 
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chief  exaiiiijier,  except  when  a  coiniiiiKsioiier  acts  as  exaiuiner.    The 
coniuii^siou  may  call  on  other  |)er8ons,  either  within  or  withont  the 
city  service,  to  draw  nj),  conduct  or  mark  examinations,  and  when 
such  i^erHons  are  connected  witli  the  city  service  it  shall  be  deemed  a 
l)art  of  their  olTlcial  duty  to  act  as  examiners  witlumt  extra  couipenaa- 
tion.    In  entrance  and  promotion  examinations  the  oral  part  shall  not 
JCH'eive  a  nmrk  exceeding  one-fourth  of  the  whole  mark  g^htainable 
in   such   examination.     HonoraUly  discharged   soldiers,   sailors  and 
marines  who  have  served  as  such  in  the  army,  navy  or  marine  corps 
of  the  Tnited  States  or  in  the  National  (luard  of  this  state,  shall  be 
given  full  creilit  for  their  experience  gained  in  such  service,  having 
(lue  regard  to  the  service  for  which  the  examination   is  held.     As 
many  examinations  shall  be  held  as  may  be  necessary   to  provide 
ciigibles  for  each  gra<le  of  the  service  and  to  meet  all  reiiuisitions,  and 
to  fill  all  positions  held  by  temiK)rary  apjiointees.    From  the  return 
and  report  of  the  e.vaminers  or  from  the  examinations  made  by  the 
commission  it  shall  prepare  a  list  of  eligibles  for  such  grade.    Such 
lersons  shall  take  rank  upon  the  list  in  the  order  of  their  relative 
fitness  as  determined  by  the  examination  without  i*eference  to  priority" 
ot  time  of  examination.     The  markings  of  all  examinations  shall  be 
completed  and  the  resulting  eligible  list  posted  within  sixty  days 
from  the  date  of  the  examination.    The  commission  shall  maintain  a 
civil  list  of  all  persons  in  the  classified  service,  showing  in  eonnectiou 
with  each  name  the  position  held,  the  date  and  character  of  every 
appointment  and  of  every  subsequent  change  in  status.    Each  appoint- 
ing officer  shall  promptly  transnnt  to  the  commission  all  infotniation 
required  for  the  establishment  and   nmintenance  of  said  civil   list. 
The  Commission   shall   k(H*p  minutes  of  its  own  proceedings.     All 
minutes,  examination  papers,  eligible  lists  and  other  records  of  the 
commission,  except  as  hereinafter  specifically  provide<l,  as  well  as 
all  recommendations  and  correspondence  relating  to  applicants  for 
office  or  employment  received  by  the  commission  or  by  any  o(lii*er 
having  authoritv  to  make  a]»pointments,  shall  be  presc»rve<l  and  shall 
subject  to  reasonable  regulations  as  to  the  tin?e  of  examination,  lie 
oi)en    to  [)ublic  inspection  during  ordinary  business  hours.     Provid- 
ed, however,  that  statements  of  former  emphners  of  applicantn  for 
(»ffice  or  employment  shall  l>e  considere<l  strictly  confidential  and  that 
ihe^e  alone  shall  not  Ik*  open  to  examination  by  any  person  not  era- 
ployed  by  the  commission,  nor  by  such  applicant,  even  though  em- 
l»loyed  by  the  commission. 

Section  15. — In  case  an  eligible  list  consi.sts  of  less  than  two  names 
the  appointing  officer  nmy,  at  his  option,  ex)>resseil  in  writing:  to 
the  commission  at  the  time  of  the  appointment,  treat  such  appoiut- 
jiient  as  temporary,  and  if  he  does  so  treat  it,  the  commission  shall 
j'l'oceed  at  once  to  hold  an  exaination  and  to  secure  an  eligible  list 
as  promi)tly  as  possible.  The  appointing  officer  shall  upon  the  receipt 
of  the  eligible  list  fnmi  the  commission,  and  with  sole  reference  to  the 
relative  merit  and  fitness  of  the  candidates,  make  an  appointment 
from  the  two  names  so  certified.  After  any  name  has  l)een  twice 
rejected  by  any  (uie  appointing  officer  for  the  same  or  a  similar 
j.osition  in  favor  of  others  on  the  same  eligible  list  the  said  name 
shall  not  again  be  certified  to  that  appointing  officer.  When  au 
api)ointment  is  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  it  shall  be 
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in  the  firwt  instance  for  a  prohalionai y  period  of  tliiee  months.  If 
(hiring  that  period  tiie  service  of  thai  ollicer  or  eniploye  is  unsatis- 
factory the  appointing  olTicer  shall  notify  him  in  writing  that  he  will 
not  be  retained  in  the  public  service  after  such  three  months  ])eriod. 
If  not  so  notitied  his  ajipointment  shall  become  permanent  at  the  end 
of  the  three  months  probationary  period. 

Section  16.  No  person  in  the  classified  service  or  seeking  a<lmission 
thereto,  shall  be  appointed,  promoted,  suspended,  reduced  or  remove<l, 
or  in  any  way  favored  or  discriminated  against  because  of  his  polit- 
ical or  religious  opinions  or  afltiliations.  No  inquiry  in  any  applica- 
tion, examination  or  investigation  shall  lelate  to  the  religious  or  po- 
Itical  alliliatioiis  of  any  person. 

Section  17.  The  Commission  u^hall  classify  and  graile  all  ]>osition8 
in  the  classified  service.  The  commission  shall  ascertain  and  record 
tiie  duties  of  each  position  in  the  service  and  wherever  it  ai)pears  that 
two  or  more  positions  in  a  service  have  duties  which  are  s\d)stantially 
similar  in  respect  to  the  authority,  lespoiisibility  and  character  of 
work  required  in  the  ijerformance  thereof,  tliey  shall  be  place4l  in 
the  same  grade  which  the  commissicni  shall  designate  by  a  title  indi- 
cative of  such  duties,  (trades  having  duties  of  the  same  general  na- 
ture and  in  the  same  line  of  promotion,  shall  be  placed  in  the  same 
class,  and  the  lines  of  pr^miotion  definitely  specified.  For  each  grade 
the  commission  shall  determine  a  standard  maximum  and  minimum 
salary  or  rate  of  pay,  and  shall  report  the  same  to  the  mayor  and 
the  council,  together  with  other  information  pertaining  to  a  ]u*oper 
rate  of  pay  for  perscmal  services  of  incumbents  of  positions  in  the 
<ivil  service. 

Section  IS.  No  ollicer,  clerk  4)r  employe  in  the  classificMl  civil  ser- 
vice of  such  city  shall  be  removed,  dischaiged  or  rendered  in  pay  or 
jKJsition,  except  for  just  cause,  which  shall  nol  be  religious  or  politi- 
cal. Further,  no  such  ofticer,  clerk  or  employe  shall  be  removed, 
ilischargwl  or  reduced,  exceiit  during  the  probationary  ]reriod,  until 
be  shall  have  been  furnished  with  a  written  statement  of  the  reas(ms 
for  such  action  had  been  allowe4l  to  give  the  removing  officer  such 
written  answer  as  the  i)erson  sought  to  be  removed  may  desiie.  In 
t*very  case  of  such  removal  or  reduction  a  copy  of  the  statement  of 
the  reasons  therefor,  and  the  written  answer  thereto,  shall  be  furn- 
ished to  the  civil  service  commission  and  enteied  up(m  its  public 
records. 

No  public  officer  or  fireman,  excej»t  those  dismisse<l  <luring  proba- 
tionary period  shall  be  removed  or  discharge<l,  except  for  cause  upcm 
v/ritten  charges  and  after  an  op]K»rtui;ity  to  be  heard  in  his  own  de- 
fense. Such  charges  may  be  tiled  by  any  superior  ollicer,  or  by  any 
citizen  or  taxpayer,  and  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  filing,  be 
lieard,  investigated  and  determined  by  the  commission,  or  by  one  of 
the  commissioners,  or  by  some  i)erson  or  board  appointed  by  the 
commission  to  hear,  investigate  an<l  <letermine  the  hhuu».  Where  <nie 
person  is  aiipointed  by  the  commission  to  hear  such  charges  he  shall 
l»e  a  person  learned  in  the  law.    Where  a  board  is  appointed  to  hear 
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biuh  charjjes,  at  least  one  ineiuber  of  sudi  board  shall  be  learned  iu 
the  law.  The  hearing  shall  be  public,  and  the  accused  and  his  coun- 
sel shall  have  the  right  to  be  heard. 

The  finding  and  decision  of  the  commission  or  comlnissioner  or 
<  f  such  person  (u-  board,  when  approved  by  the  commission,  shall  be 
(ertified  to  the  appointing  authority,  and  shall  be  forthwith  enforced 
I»y  such  authority. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  limit  the  power  of  any  superior 
oflicer  to  suspend  a  subordinate  for  a  reasonable  period,  not  exceeding 
thirty  days,  pending  hearing  and  decision.  I'A'ery  such  suspension 
shall  be  without  pay.  Provided,  however,  that  the  commission  shall 
have  authority  to  investigate  every  such  suspeusion  and  in  case  of  its 
disa[)proval,  it  shall  have  power  to  restore  pay  to  the  emploj^e  so 
susr)ended. 

All  papers  tiled  in  any  hearing  under  this  section  shall  be  public 
records  of  the  commissi(ui. 

Section  19.  The  commission  shall  keep  minutes  of  its  official  acts 
{»nd  shall  make  to  the  council  an  annual  report  showing  its  own 
actions,  the  rules  and  regulations,  and  all  exceptions  thereto  in 
force,  and  the  practical  effects  thereof,  and  any  suggestions  it  may 
ap])rove  for  the  more  effectual  accomplishment  of  the  purpose  of  this 
article.  Five  hundred  copies  of  the  annual  report  shall  be  printed  for 
public  distribution.  The  api)ointing  authority  may  require  a  report 
from  said  conmiission  at  any  time,  respecting  any  matter  within  the 
scope  of  its  duties  hereunder. 

Section  20.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  city  controller  of  such 
city  to  approve  warrants  or  che<:ks  for  the  salary  of  any  i)erson  in 
the  classified  service  unless  the  city  controller  shall  have  previously 
received  notice  from  the  c(mnuission  that  the  person  named  thereon 
has  been  legally  appointed. 

Section  21.  Any  false  statement  made  under  oath,  either  in  an 
application  or  other  paper  filed  with  the  commission,  or  in  any  pro- 
teeding  before  the  commission,  or  in  any  investigation  con<lucted  by, 
or  under  the  direction  of  the  commission,  or  in  any  proceeding  aris- 
ing under  this  article,  shall  be  perjury  and  punishable  as  such. 

Section  22.  Any  i)erson  who  willfully,  by  himself,  or  in  collusion 
with  one  or  unne  persons,  shall  defeat,  deceive  or  obstruct  any  ix^i-son 
in  respect  to  his  or  her  right  of  examination,  apiiointnient,  or  em- 
ployment according  to  this  article,  or  to  any  rules  or  regulation  pre- 
scribed pursuant  thereto,  or  who  shall  willfully  or  corruptly,  falsely 
mark,  grade,  estimate  or  lepoi  I  ujion  the  examination  or  proper  .stand- 
ing of  any  person  examined,  registered  or  certified  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  article,  or  aid  in  so  doing,  or  who  shall  wilfullv 
make  any  false  rei)resentation  concerning  the  persons  examined,  or 
who  shall  wilfully  or  corruptly  furnish  to  any  person  any  spei*iai  or 


secret  information  for  the  purpose  of  either  improving  or  injuring 
the  prospects  or  chances  of  any  person  so  examined,  registeied  or 
certified,  or  to  bv  examined,  regist(»red  or  certified,  or  who  shall  uer- 

any  manner,  any  o 
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person  to  personate  Jiini  in  connection  with  any  examination  or  re- 
(jnest  to  l)e  examined,  or  registered,  or  appointed,  or  who  shall  furnish 
any  false  information  about  himself  or  about  any  other  person  in  con- 
nection with  any  application,  or  request  to  be  examined,  or  registered, 
or  appointed,  shall  for  each  offense  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor. Whoever  makes  au  ai)pointment  to  office  or  selects  a  person 
lor  employment  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  article  or  wilfully 
refuses  to  comply  with,  or  to  conform  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
article,  shall  l>e  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  punishable  liy  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  (|50.00), 
nor  more  than  one  thousand  (|1,()()().00),  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 
Section  2tl,  No.  officer,  clerk  or  employe  of  any  city  of  the  first 
class,  or  of  any  department,  trust  or  commission  th^^reof,  shall  be  a 
member  of  or  delegate  or  alternate  to  any  political  convention,  nor 
shall  he  \ye  present  at  any  such  convention,  exce])t  in  the  performance 
of  his  official  duty.  No  officer  or  clerk  or  employe  of  any  city  of  the 
first  class,  or  of  any  department,  trust  <n'  commission  thereof,  shall 
serve  as  a  member  of  or  attend  the  meetings  of  any  committee  of  any 
political  party,  or  take  any  active  part  in  political  management,  or  in 
political  campaigns,  or  use  his  office  to  infiuence  political  movements 
or  influence  the  |K)litical  action  of  any  other  officer,  clerk  or  em- 
ploye of  any  such  city,  dei>nrtu)ent,  trust  or  commissicui.  Ni)  ollicer, 
clerk  or  employe  of  any  city  of  the  tirst  class  shall  in  any  way  or 
manner  interfere  with  the  conduct  of  any  elcH-tion  or  the  preparaticm 
therefor,  at  the  polling-place,  or  with  the  electi<m  officers,  while 
counting  the  vote  or  returning  the  ballot-boxes,  'books  and  pa])ers  to 
the  place  provided  by  law  for  that  purpose,  or  be  within  any  polling- 
place,  save  only  for  the  purpose  of  marking  and  depositing  his  ballot 
as  speedily  as  it  reasonably  can  be  done,  or  be  within  fif tv  feet  thereof, 
(^xcept  for  purpose  of  ordinary  travel  or  residence  during  the  period  of 
time  beginning  with  one  hour  preceding  the  opening  of  the  ])olla  for 
Itolding  sucli  election  and  ending  with  the  time  when  the  election 
officers  shall  have  finishe<l  counting  the  votes,  and  have  left  the  poll- 
ing-place for  the  purpose  of  depositing  the  ballot-boxes  and  [)aper  in 
the  place  provided  by  law  for  that  purpose,  excepting  only  police  of- 
ficers who  may  temporarily  approach  or  enter  the  ])olling-place  in 
cjrder  to  make  any  arrest  permitted  by  law,  or  for  the  purpose  of  pres- 
tTving  order,  and  in  each  such  case,  only  long  enought  to  accomplish 
the  duties  aforesaid,  after  which  the  said  officers  shall  at  once  with- 
draw. 

No  officer,  clerk  or  employe  under  the  government  of  such  city, 
.shall  directly  or  indirectly  demand,  solicit,  collect  or  receive  or  be  in 
uny  manner  concerned  in  demanding,  soliciting,  collecting,  or  receiv- 
ing an^'^  assessment,  subscription  or  contHbution,  whether  voluntary 
or  involuntary,  intended  for  any  political  purpose  whatever.  No 
l>olice  officer  or  fireman  of  such  city  shall  pay  or  give  any  money  or 
valuable  thing  or  make  any  subscription  or  contribution  whatever, 
voluntary  or  involuntary,  for  any  i)olitical  purpose  whatever. 

Any  iK»rson  or  persons  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  gnilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  upon  con- 
ronviction  thereof  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars  and  forfet  his  office. 
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Section  25.  Any  officer,  clerk  or  employe  of  such  city  or  of  any 
department,  trust  or  connnission  tliereof,  vioiatiug  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article,  shall  he  immediately  dismisse<l  by  the  mayor, 
or  by  the  head  of  tlie  department,  trust  or  commission  in  which  he 
's  employed.  The  employment  of  any  police  officer  or  fireman  after 
such  violation  is  hereby  made  illegal  ami  at  th:»  suit  of  any  taxpayer 
of  the  city  the  courts  of  equity  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  it  shall 
be  their  duty  upon  bill  filed,  and  proof  of  such  violation,  to  decree  the 
emjdoyment  illegal  and  to  restrain  the  payment  of  any  comiKnisation 
to  the  offender  accruing  after  such  violation.  Such  suits  sliall  be 
lieard  on  live  days  notice,  as  in  the  case  of  other  motion  for  pre- 
liminary injunctions.  In  case  of  proceedings  in  e<piity  no  other  hear- 
ing or  appeal  shall  be  rcnpiired  or  allowed.  Auy  person  dismissed 
under  this  section  shall  be  ineligible  fen*  re-appointment  within  two 
years  to  any  position  in  the  service  of  such  city. 

Section  2(5.  Any  police  officer  of  fireman  who  shall  violate  any  of 
ihe  provisions  of  section  twenty-three  of  this  article  shall  also  he 
i»:uilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  ccmviction  thereof  shall  l>e  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  and  not  more  than  three 
thousand  dollars,  or  by  impriscmment  for  term  not  excecMling  two 
>ears  or  by  both,  such  line  and  impris(niment  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 

Section  27.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commis.sion  to  begin  and 
conduct  all  civil  suits  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  enforce- 
ment of  this  article,  and  of  the  rules  of  the  commission  and  to  de- 
fend all  civil  suits  which  may  be  brought  against  the  conunission. 
The  commission  shall  be  rejnesc^nte*!  in  such  suits  by  the  city  solic- 
itor. 

Section  28.  Nothing  in  this  nrficle  shall  be  construeil  to  apply  to 
the  officers  and  employes  of  any  otiice,  department,  bui'ean,  connnis- 
sion, boar<l  or  trust  not  now  administered  under  the  existing  civil  ser- 
vice laws. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

(Mfy  Contracts. 

Section  1.  All  contracts  relating  to  the  affairs  of  such  city  shall  he 
in  writing  signed  and  executcnl  in  the  name  nf  the  city  after  due  notice 
by  the  officer  authorized  to  make  the  same,  and  in  cases  not  otherwise 
direct<»d  by  law  or  (U'dinance  such  contracts  shall  \\e  made  and  en- 
t'*red  into  or  executed  directly  by  the  city  council  or  by  a  committee 
riiereof,  but  some  officer  of  the  executive  branch  of  government  of  such 
city  shall  be  designated  by  ordinance  to  enter  into  and  execute  the 
same.  All  contracts  shall  be  countersigne<l  by  ihe  city  controller  and 
fibMl  ami  registere<l  by  mnnber,  date  and  cemtents  in  the  mayor's 
tjffice  and  attested  copies  furnished  to  the  city  controller  and  to  the 
department  charged  with  the  work. 

Section  2.  Every  contract  for  ])ublic  improvements  shall  l>e  based 
up<m  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  such  improvement  or  the  part  thereof 
to  Ik*  done  under  su(*h  contract,  furnished  by  the  prop««r  officers, 
through  the  department  having  charge  of  the  improvement  aud^no  bid 
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in  excess  of  such  estimate  shall  be  accepted.  Such  estiuiate  and  con- 
tract may  be  lifnite<l  to  any  unit  or  units,  part  or  parts  of  the  im- 
provement, and  contracts  may  thereupon  be  made  and  the  work  on 
such  unit  or  units,  part  or  parts,  proceed  to  the  extent  of  the  funds 
available  for  the  purposes  thereof.  Every  such  contract  shall  con- 
tain a  clause  that  it  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the 
liability  of  the  city  thereon  shall  be  limited  by  the  amounts  which 
shall  have  been  or  may  be  from  time  to  time  appropriated  for  the 
same. 

Section  H,  No  contract  for  work  to  be  done  for  of  property  or 
material  to  be  sold  or  supplied  to  such  city  or  any  department  thereof 
shall  be  made  with  any  councilman,  officer  or  employe  of  such 
city  or  with  any  firm,  copartnership  or  association  of  which  such 
councilman,  officer  or  employe  is  a  member  and  if  any  councilman, 
officer  or  employe  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elec- 
ted or  api)ointe<l  knowingly  acquire  an  interest  in  any  such  contract 
he  shall  forfeit  his  office  or  position. 

Section  4.     In  all  contracts  for  improvements  the  cost  of  which 
is  to  be  paid  by  assessment  upon  the  property  abutting  or  benefited, 
the  city  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  claim  for  the  amount  to  be  col-    ' 
iected  from  such  assessment,  but  the  contractor  shall  look  to  the 
assessment  for  his  compensation. 

Section  5.  Any  city  shall  have  the  power  to  pave,  repair  and  clean 
the  streets,  collect  ashes,  waste,  rubbish  and  garbage  within  the 
limits  of  such  city,  and  to  dispose  of  street  sweepings  and  of  ashes, 
waste,  rubbish  and  garbage.  Any  such  city  shall  have  the  power  to 
lease,  acquire,  construct  or  cause  to  be  constructed  a  plant  or  plants 
to  be  used  for  or  in  connection  with  any  of  the  purposes  mentioned 
in  this  section,  anil  to  lease  the  same  to  any  person,  association  or 
corporation  which  shall  contract  to  perform  such  work  for  the  said 
city.  The  council  of  such  city  shall  have  the  power  to  authorize  any 
existing  department  of  bureau  of  such  city  to  perform  the  work  which 
said  city  is  authorized  to  do,  and  to  lease,  purchase,  construct,  make 
or  cause  to  be  constructed  or  made,  such  plants  and  equipment,  sup- 
plies and  materials  as  shall  be  necessary  and  appropriate  therefor,  or 
10  create  such  new  bureau  or  new  division  in  any  bureau  as  shall  be 
deemed  necessarj',  and  to  confer  upon  such  new  bureau  or  division 
like  authority'. 

After  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty  the  repair  and  cleaning  of  the  streets,  the  collection  of 
ashes,  waste,  rubbish  and  garbage  within  the  limits  of  such  city  and 
the  disjiosal  of  street  sweepings,  ashes,  waste,  rubbish  and  garbage 
5-hall  l>e  done  directly  by  the  city.  Provided,  That  any  such  work  may 
lie  done  by  contract  when  authorized  by  the  council  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  all  members  elected  thereto,  with  the  approval  of  the 
niayor.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  it  is  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  city  to  authorize  the  perfori)iance  of  any  such  work  by 
contract,  the  mayor  or  the  council  may  prior  to  the  first  day  of  August 
of  any  year,  invite  bids  for  such  work.  Advertisement  for  such  bids 
shall  be  made  during  a  period  ending  not  later  than  the  first  day  of

October,  net  eiiMiiin^,  and  a  Kiimniarj'  of  the  hid«  shall  be  iucluded  by 
tbe  mayor  in  the  budget.  Provided  further,  That  if  it  i«  determined  in 
accordance  witli  the  provisions  of  this  section  to  have  any  such  work 
l>erformed  by  contract,  a  reasonable  time,  not  exceeding  six  months 
shall  be  allowed  the  contractor  or  contractors  thereunder  to  secure 
the  necessary  equipment  to  perform  sucli  contracts,  and  to  begin  the 
performance  thereof. 

Section  G.  Any  such  city  shall  have  the  power  to  contract  for  ma- 
terials, supplies  or  work  to  l>e  supplie<l  to  or  ])erformed  for  said 
city,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  live  of  this  article,  during  one 
or  more  years,  and  the  city  council  may  by  ordinance  authorize  such 
contract  without  the  necessity  of  making  an  appropriation  therefor, 
beyond  the  current  year.  Such  contracts  shall  be  enforceable  not- 
withstanding the  provisions  of  Section  ten.  Article  seventeen  hereof. 
When  the  term  of  any  such  contract  exceeds  four  years  there  shall 
lie  inserted  in  the  contract  a  clause  reserving  to  the  city  the  right 
to  terminate  the  same  at  its  option  at  any  time  after  the  expiration 
of  four  years,  without  liability  to  the  contractor  for  damages  for 
the  loss  of  profits,  which  would  have  been  realized  had  the  contract 
not  been  terminated.  If  the  term  of  any  such  contract  exceeds  one 
year,  a  reasonable  time,  not  excelling  six  months,  shall  be  allowed 
the  contractor  thereunder  to  secure  tlie  neces8ar>'  equipment  to  per- 
form such  contract  iind  to  liegin  the  performance  thereof. 

ARTICLE  XXI 

(Nuistruction  of  This  Act. 

SiHtion  1.  If  any  provision  of  this  act  should  for  any  reason  be 
declared  invalid  by  the  courts  the  intention  of  thig  act  is  hereby  ex- 
pi'essed  that  all  other  provisions  shall  nevertheless  be  sustained  and 
enforced. 


ARTICLE  XX T I 

Schedule. 

Section  1.  In  order  that  no  inconvenience  may  he  suffered  by 
putting  into  effect  the  changes  provide<l  in  this  act,  all  officers  and 
employes  of  such  cities  in  office  at  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  act 
shall  continue  in  office  until  superseded  by  the  appointment  or  elec- 
tion of  their  successor  as  herein  provided. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  go  into  effect  on  the  first  Monday  of 
January,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty,  except  as  herein 
provided. 

Section  l\.  Article  sixteen  relating  to  the  city  council  shall  go  into 
effect  so  far  as  regards  the  election  of  councilmen  upon  the  approval 
uf  this  act.  The  terms  of  all  councilmen  in  office  and  the  terms  of 
(employment  of  all  officers  and  employes  of  the  council  or  councils  in 
such  cities  shall  cease  and  determine  on  the  first  Monday  of  Janu- 
ary, one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty. 
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Section  4.  Article  seventeen,  relating  to  finance,  shall  go  into 
effect  one  month  after  the  approval  of  this  act.  All  matters  and 
things  therein  required  to  be  done  by  the  council  shall,  until  the  first 
Monday  of  January-,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty,  be  done 
by  the  council  or  councils  now  in  office,  but  the  detailed  considera- 
tion of  the  financial  program  may  be  delegated  to  a  committee  of 
such  council  or  councils. 

Section  5.  Article  eighteen,  relating  to  in^Jebtedness,  shall  go  into 
eflTect  one  month  after  the  approval  of  this  act.  All  matters  and 
things  therein  required  to  be  done  by  the  council  shall,  until  the  first 
Monday  of  Januaiy,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty,  be  done 
by  the  council  or  councils  now  in  office. 

Section  6.  Article  nineteen,  relating  to  the  civil  service  sliall  go 
into  effect  one  month  affer  the  approval  of  this  act,  except  that  pro- 
visions therein,  i-elating  to  the  establishment  of  the  civil  service  com- 
mission shall  go  into  effect  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  twenty.  All  matters  and  things  therein  re- 
quired to  be  done  by  the  civil  service  commission  and  by  the  council 
shall  until  such  date  be  done  by  the  civil  ser\'ice  commission  and  by 
the  council  or  councils  now  in  office.  The  term  of  all  civil  service 
commissioners  in  office  of  such. cities  shall  cease  and  determine  on 
the  first  Monday  of  January,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty. 


ARTICLE  XXI 11. 

Repealer. 

Section  1.  The  following  acts  or  parts  of  acts  of  Assembly  ai'e 
hereby  repealed  as  respectively  indicated.  Wherever  any  ])rovision  of 
this  act  is  intended  to  supersede  or  take  the  place  of  any  act  or  part 
of  an  act  hei*eby  repealed,  such  repeal  shall  not  take  effect  until  the 
etfective  date  of  such  provision.
